If  you  have  ever  gone  to  the  picture  show  and  seen  someone  go 
to  sleep  and  have  everything  come  alive  around  him,  you  will  know  how 
I felt  in  Dallas  at  the  Jurisdictional  meeting.  It  was  the  “Methodist 
Woman”  come  alive.  For  people  who  have  always  been  just  names 
walked  and  talked  and  became  real.  Women  from  eight  states  and 
nineteen  Conferences  gathered  for  the  second  annual  meeting  of  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

I am  sure'  that  I was  the  only  “Freshman”  there.  As  those  over 
two  hundred  women  met  for  the  Boll  Call  luncheon  in  the  beautiful 
First  Methodist  Church,  it  was  a beehive  of  activity.  Everyone  was 
greeting  someone  not  seen  for  a long  time.  Mrs.  Pollard  was  seeing  her 
Missouri  friends,  Mrs.  Fairchild  and  Mrs.  Jones  were  greeting  people 
they  had  known  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  and  other  Jurisdiction  meetings.  Mrs. 
Laskey,  Mrs.  Sartor  and  Mrs.  Hightower  found  someone  they  knew,  Mrs. 
Hoff  was  finding  friends  of  other  days  and  places.  I was  beginning  to 
feel  like  a stranger  when  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson  came 'along.  She  pointed 
out  the  well-known  a.s  they  came  by  and  then  someone  came  along  we 
really  knew.  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  some  one  important  but  someone  from 
Louisiana.  When  she  stopped  to  s|^ak  to  us  I felt  like  all  was  well. 
We  had  no  ’trouble  at  all  in,  finding  the  Louisiana  Delegation  for  Mrs. 
Davidson  and  Mrs.  Tinsley  from  Lafayette  provided  us  with  fresh 
Camellias  to  wear  each  day.  The  “Purple  Dawns”  worn  by  Mrs.  Sexton 
Pollard  and  Ledbetter  caused  many  people  to  stop  them  and  ask  what 
those  exquisite  flowers  were.  Never  having  seen  Camellias  outside  of  a 
seed  catalogue  they  were  amazed  and  wanted  to  know  if  they  really 
grew  in  Louisiana. 

Those  of  us  from  Louisiana  had  such  a feeling  of  satisfaction  when 
the  afternoon  session  began,  for  there  sat  Mrs.  Sexton,  our  beloved  Pres- 
ident, one  of  our  own.  From  past  experience  we  knew  that  she  would 
always  know  exactly  what  to  say  at  the  proper  time  and  that  no  matter 
what  emergen.cy  arose  she  could  handle  it  well.  Tactful,  gracious, 
charming,  consecrated,  informed  and  salted  with  humor  she  has  ail  of 
the  requirements  of  a leader. 

And  the  names  began  to  be  personalities  and  the  printed  program 
became  a reality.  Mrs.  Landrum  told  us  that  the  theme  was,  “Missions 
in  the  World  Today.”  As  I look  back  I wonder  how  so  much  could 
have  taken  place  in  two  days.  The  program  contained  three  elements, 
worship,  information,  and  inspiration  and  challenge. 

Dr.  W.  Angie  Smith  led  two  'worship  services  at  noon  using  “The 
Faith  For  Yesterday”  and  “The  Vision  For  Tomorrow”  as  themes. 
Miss  Felicided  Mendez  opened  the  meeting  Wednesday  night  and  Mrs. 
E.  V.  Potter  led  us  in  a consecration  Service  Thursday  as  the  meeting 
came  to  a close. 

Jurisdiction  Officers  all  made  good  reports  and  much  material  of 
an  informative  nature  was  distributed.  Each  report  was  mimeographed 
and  given  to  delegates  with  copies  of  the  resolutions.  Two  phases  of 
our  work  received  special  attention;  Miss  Elva  Lee  Perry  told  of  her 
work  with  unadjusted  girls  at  Epworth  School,  Webster  Grove,  Missouri. 
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Mrs.  Mabel  Garrett  Wagner,  one  of  the  two  women  employed  by  the 
Woman’s  Division  to  work  in  Defense  areas,  spoke  of  her  work.  At  the 
present  time  she  is  in  Mobile. 

There  were  many  times  during  the  meeting  when  our  hearts  were 
lifted  up  and  our  lives  challenged  to  greater  consecration  and  activity. 
On  Tuesday  afternoon  Mrs.  Sutton  introduced  two  students  who  stood 
and  told  of  their  appreciation  for  the  Woman’s  work  on  their  Campuses. 
As  Mrs.  Sexton  stood  with  one  on  either  side  of  her  we  thought,  this  is 
our  investment  in  tomorrow. 

Mrs.  Bragg,  in  her  distinctive  manner  spoke  on,  “Our  Work  In  A 
World  At  War,”  Mrs.  Bragg  chided  us  for  our  feeling  of  accomplishment 
in  getting  to  meetings,  reminding  us  that  the  women  of  China  have  gone 
to  meeings  during  five  years  of  war,  often  on  foot;  she  reminded  us 
that  women  have  gone  to  war  in  other  days;  and  she  presented  some 
problems  created  by  the  war  which  directly  affect  our  work,  such  as, 
the  temptation  of  women  to  seek  gainful  employment  at  high  wages; 
the  problems  of  increased  Juvenile  Delinquency  caused  by  mothers 
leaving  their  children;  the  decrease  of  missionary  giving  at  a time  when 
institutions  require  more  money  for  increasingly  heavy  programs;  the 
shortage  of  volunteers  for  Service;  the  increasing  tensions  between  the 
races  and  our  lack  of  knowledge  about  the  place  of  the  woman’s 
Society  in  the  world  today.  Mrs.  Bragg,  our  Division  president  expects 
us  to  do  our  best  and  sets  an  example  of  unceasing  Service. 

Dr.  Marshall  Steel  spoke  on,  “Cleaning  Up  Our  Own  Back  Yards,” 
It  was  not  a pretty  speech  but  as  he  said  ”Our  backyards  are  far  dirtier 
than  we  who  live  in  the  front  yards  can  imagine.”  He  suggested  that 
we  should  clean  them  up  for  purely  selfish  reasons  as  from  them  come 
epidemics,  and  bad  moral  influences.  If  we  don’t  take  care  of  them 
some  one  will — perhaps  a labor  group  or  a Social  group,  but  the  church 
is  better  able  to  do  it  than  anyone  and  then  he  said,  “When  our  back 
yards  are  clean  they  will  often  put  our  front  yards  to  shame.”  It  was 
a challenge  to  harder  work  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relation. 

Mrs.  Alma  Holland,  just  home  from  India,  spoke  on  “This  is  the 
Day  for  Missions  in  India.”  We  heard  again  of  the  growth  and  impor- 
tant place  of  Christianity  in  India.  As  she  finished  Mrs.  Sexton  asked 
Dr.  Shannon,  whom  you  remember  as  being  at  our  Conference  last  year, 
to  come  to  the  platform  and  lead  in  a prayer  for  India,  her  laborers,  her 
leaders,  and  her  future. 

Mrs.  Landurm,  feature  writer  for  the  Dallas  Morning  News  was 
presented  as  a business  woman  representing  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
and  gave  an  interesting  discourse  on  “We  the  Women.” 

Dr.  Gealy  of  S.  M.  U.,  gave  a fine  address  on  “Sharing  with  the 
Orient.”  He  gave  the  background  of  Missions  in  the  Orient  and  outlined 
some  of  the  problems  we  of  necessity  must  face  aifter  the  war.  He  em- 
phasised the  fact  that  at  the  end  of  the  war  we  must  work  as  power  with 
power.  We  must  have  a new  racial  policy;  the  white  man  cannot  insist 
on  dominating,  or  we  shall  have  a great  racial  war. 

Those  of  us  from  Louisiana  were  proud  of  our  State  Wednesday 
evening  when  two  of  our  own  were  on  the  program.  Dr.  Dana  Dawson 
presented  the  program  of  the  Japanese  Evacuation.  It  was  an  intelligent, 
impassioned,  unbiased,  account,  of  the  total  problem.  Following  his 
address,  our  own  Julia  Reid  spoke  on  “Latin  Americans  at  our  Finger- 
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tips.”  You  know  how  lovely  and  charming  she  is.  Her  love  of  Latin 
Americans  make  her  radiantly  alive  as  she  speaks  of  those  to  whom 
her  years  of  Missionary  Service  has  been  given.  Working  with  Mexicans 
in  San  Antonio  and  having  worked  in  Cuba  she  is  well  qualified  to 
speak  for  our  Latin  American  neighbors. 

At  the  close  of  the  program  Thursday  at  noon,  after  the  business 
of  the  day,  we  sat  quietly  as  Mrs.  Potter  M us  in  a service  of  Reconse- 
cration. Using  the  1st  verse  Psalm  19  she  lifted  us  nearer  God  and 
made  us  want  to  have  our  'lives  acceptable  in  His  sight.  Truly  we  sat 
together  in  Heavenly  places. 

I left  Dallas  feeling  again  as  I often  feel.  Truly  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  is  a 
part  of  His  Kingdom.  It  is  a great  opportunity  to  work  in  this  part  of 
.His  vineyard.  It  is  my  duty  to  do  my  part  so  well  that  the  Harvest  may 
be  great.  It  was  a great  privlege  to  attend  such  a meeting  but  I re- 
member Jesus’  words  when  He  said,  “Unto  whom  so  ever  m,uch  is  given 
of  him  shall  be  much  reqxiired,”  and  “Freely  you  have  received,  freely 
give.”  ^

MINUTES  OF  MID-YEAR 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 
OF  THE 

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY

OCTOBER  21,  22,  23,  1942 


On  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  21st,  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  met 
in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Bunlde  for  a three  day  session. 

The  President,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard,  presided,  and  opened  the  meeting 
with  the  singing  of  the  stirring  Hymn  “Finlandia”  and  called  special 
attention  to  the  meaningful  words  of  the  second  verse. 

'Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson  led  the  deeply  spiritual  worship  and  meditation, 
using  as  her  theme  “Unconquerorable  Faith.”  She  said,  in  part,  “In  the 
midst  of  these  troublesome  days  we  should  center  our  lives  in  God,  as 
never  before,  so  that  we  may  reflect  peace  serenity  as  Christian  leaders 
— In  the  darkest  hour  Jesus  came  to  His  disciples  in  their  trouble,  and 
He  is  here  today  if  we  will  place  our  faith  in  Him.” 

Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Mrs.  Damefon  and  Mrs.  Sartor  led  in  prayer,  asking 
for  a renewal  of  faith,  for  guidance,  and  for  strength  and  courage  to 
face  these  days. 
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Mrs.  Chapman  greeted  the  Executive  Committee,  welcomed  them 
to  Bunkie,  then  gave  plans  for  the  remainder  of  the  meeting. 

Roll  was  called  with  Mrs.  Thatcher,  Mrs.  Simmons,  Mrs.  Jones,  Mrs. 
Tarver  and  Mrs.  Sexton  absent. 

A note  was  read  from  Mrs.  Simmons,  and  a telegram  from  Mrs. 
Thatcher,  both  regretting  that  they  would  be  unable  to  attend.  Mrs. 
Pollard  asked  Mrs.  McConnell  to  write  Mrs.  Thatcher  a note  expressing 
to  her  the  sincere  sympathy  of  the  Executive  Committee  over  her  hus- 
band’s illness. 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  the  new  District  Secretary  of  the  Shreveport  Dis- 
trict, was  welcomed  by  Mrs.  Pollard,  and  a vote  of  greeting  from  the 
former  District  Secretaryj  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell,  was  read. 

In  her  message  to  the  group,  Mrs.  Pollard  spoke  earnestly  of  the 
meaning  of  the  Executive  committee  meeting,  saying  that  besides  the 
business  of  the  occasion,  the  members  strengthened  and  helped  each 
other  by  communion.  As  Christian  leaders,  not  oncfe  must  the  body 
forget  the  tremendous  responsibility  entrusted  them,  nor  forget  the 
nine  thousand  Methodist  women  in  Louisiana  who  are  looking  to  them 
for  direction  and  leadership  in  these  troublesome  days.  This  group 
might  well  be  termed  the  “War  Cabinet,”  Mrs.  Pollard  said— because  as 
leaders  they  must  lead  in  the  innumerable  phases  of  the  work,  especially 
in  giving,  in  service,  and  in  spiritual  faith  and  growth. 

The  president  gave  an  interesting  summary  of  her  varied  activities 
for  the  past  six  months,  telling  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  meetings 
she  had  attended  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  Pastor’s  School,  at  Shreveport, 
and  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  She  expressed  appreciation 
to  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  sending  her  to  The  Assembly  at  Co- 
lumbus. 

She  spoke  of  the  generous  response  to  the  “Emergency  Gift  Offer- 
ing” and  read  the  names  of  various  societies  who  had  given  liberally; 
many  of  them  tiny  hamlets  scattered  over  the  state,  others  in  larger 
towns — almost  all  had  given  far  more  than  they  were  asked  to  raise. 

Mrs.  Pollard  spoke  most  enthusiastically  of  the  splendid  work  being 
done  by  the  four  conference  workers:  Miss  Florence  Jones,  Ruston; 
Miss  Betty  Glasson,  Lafayette;  Miss  Msimiej  Cnandler,  Natchitoches; 
Miss  Shiela  Nuttal,  Rural  Worker. 

She  reported  on  Miss  Nuttall’s  new  work,  saying  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  Rev.  B.  H.  Andrews,  and  the  Deaconess  Advisory  Committee,  she 
has  been  placed  at  Oberlin,  in  the  Lake  Charles  District,  with  four  rural 
churches  in  her  charge. 

Mrs.  Pollard  told  of  the  two  young  women,  Bessie  Mansfield  and 
Arlene  Tyler,  who  are  attending  Scarritt  College,  the  latter  on  the  Haas 
Scholarship. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  told  of  two  of  the  girls  who  are,  and  have  been  at- 
tending Scarritt  College,  i.e.  Arline  Tyler  and  Marguerite  Manning.  She 
said  that  through  unfortunate  events  Miss  Tyler’s  funds  had  been  de- 
pleted and  her  personal  expenses  will  have  to  be  provided.  She  read  a 
letter  from  Miss  Tyler  thanking  the  Shreveport  Societies  for  a contri- 
bution of  $25.00  toward  her  personal  expenses. 
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Mrs.  Pollard  thanked  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  and  Rev.  Alfred  Brown  for  the 
splendid  manner  in  which  they  had  handled  the  situation,  and  asked 
that  this  matter  of  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  Miss  Tyler  be  given 
serious  consideration,  so- -that  there  would  be  some  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem when  considered  at  a’  later  session, 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  discussed  the  record  of  Marguerite  Manning,  who 
has  been  on  a Whitehead  Memorial  Scholarship  from  Shreveport.  She 
said  that  Miss  Manning  is  now  attending  Boston  Theological  Seminary, 
and  will  probably  be  available  for  conference  work  in  another  year. 

Mrs.  Pollard  reminded  the  Executive  committee  of  the  $144.00  avail- 
able for  a Scarritt  scholarship  from  the  old  Building  and  Loan  Fund. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  differentiated  between  a study  grant  and  a scholar- 
ship, saying  that  the  former  is  for  training  schools,  and  the  latter  granted 
in  scholarship  schools.  She  urged  the  encouragement  of  young  women 
to  take  training  at  Scarritt,  for,  she  said,  the  ranks  of  Christian  workers 
are  being  rapidly  depleted  through  a variety  of  reasons. 

Reports  of  officers  and  secretaries  followed. 

The  Vice-President,  Mrs.  McKeithen,  spoke  encouragingly  of  the 
increase  in  Life  Memberships,  comparing  the  second  quarter  of  1942 
with  the  same  period  of  1941,  and  showing  an  increase  of  27%. 

Discussion  ensued  about  Life  Memberships  being  placed  in  the  an- 
nual pledge.  Mrs.  McKeithen  read  a paragraph  from  Mrs.  Fulton,  ex- 
plaining the  meaning  of  the  phrase  in  the  “Revised  Guide”,  however, 
Mrs.  McKeithen  asked  that  the  conference  minutes  be  considered  the 
final  guide  on  deciding  about  Life  Memberships.  (See  Minutes,  1942 
page  64 — No.  3.) 

The  advisability  of  making  posters  to  promote  World  Federation 
was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  that  those  desiring  to  make  posters 
could  submit  them.  It  was  suggested  that  the  December  program  of 
World  Federation  be  emphasized. 

An  excellent  account  of  the  progress  made  in  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  was  given  by  Mrs.  Dameron.  During  the  first  quarter,  she 
said,  the  conference  study  committee  had  met,  and  later  send  out  letters 
with  plans  for  the  year’s  work.  In  addition,  lists  of  new  approved  stud- 
ies had  been  distributed. 

Three  Eudcational  Conferences  were  held  in  Ruston,  Shreveport 
and  New  Orleans  Districts  with  better  attendance  than  last  year.  296 
New  study  classes  of  all  kinds  have  been  held  with  6,438  members. 

Mrs.  Dameron  stressed  the  importance  of  reporting,  and  stated  that 
never  more  than  50%  reported.  She  urged  more  classes  taken  for 
coimcil  credit. 

Plans  are  to  be  sent  out  in  the  fourth  quarter  for  study  courses  in 
1943,  so  that  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  could  have  them 
in  advance. 

Mrs.  Dameron  thanked  the  Executive  body  for  the  privilege  of  at- 
tending the  School  of  Missions  in  Mt.  Sequoyah. 

She  closed  her  report  by  displaying  a cut  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  that  was  used  on  Conference  programs,  and  said 
it  would  be  available  for  use  on  Conference  stationary. 
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Mrs.  Pollard  spoke  of  the  fine  manner  in  which  Mrs.  Dameron  had 
conducted  the  study  on  Latin  America  at  the  Pastor’s  School,  and  also 
told  of  her  taking  the  course  on  Stewardship  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  and  com- 
plimented her  upon  the  acceptance  of  her  outline  for  the  course  that 
will  be  published  in  the  “Methodist  Woman.” 

Mrs.  McConnell  gave  the  treasurer’s  report,  and  told  of  completely 
revising  the  books.  Due  to  orders  from  headquarters,  and  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  an  authorized  auditor  the  books  have  been  set  up  in  a new 
manner,  so  that  any  detail  may  be  found.  This  change  was  made  with 
the  complete  approval  of  the  administrative  committee,  and  she  assur- 
ed the  committee  it  entailed  much  arduous  work. 

She  read  her  report  of  the  Districts  as  follows: 

Total  paid  in  (all  Districts)  $26,127,92;  Life  memberships,  $658.- 
63;  Emergency  gifts,  $2,803.41.  It  was  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  Emergency  gifts  exceeded  the  quota  by  $118.41. 

Mrs.  McConnell  gave  a fine  report  for  the  third  quarter  with  the 
totals  as  follows:  Adults,  $8,550.09;  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  $492.25; 
Young  Women  and  Girls,  $109.29;  Children,  $8.10;  City  Missions,  $82.00; 
Supplies,  $824.39. 

Mrs.  Pollard  stressed  the  fact  that  the  Emergency  gifts  cannot  be 
counted  on  the  Conference  pledge  for  the  year. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  gave  an  excellent  account  of  the  progress  of 
Student  Work,  and  stated  that  there  are  several  things  that  need  to  be 
stressed  in  the  future,  namely: 

1.  The  necessity  of  electing  a student  secretary  in  every  church. 

2.  The  importance  of  channeling  names  of  students  and  boys  in 
service,  by  sending  all  names  to  her. 

3.  The  active  organization  and  participation  of  campus  secre- 
taries. 

4.  The  use  of  introduction  cards  of  all  boys  and  girls  going  into 
Defense  camps  or  industries. 

. The  meeting  was  adjourned. 

A particularly  attractive  dinner  was  served  in  the  Educational 
building  of  the  Bunkie  Church  by  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  to  guests  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 


WEDNESDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

The  evening  meeting  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  hymn  No.  469. 

Mrs.  S.  E.  Lester,  president  of  the  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  was  present,  and  welcomed  the  guests. 

The  next  hour  was  spent  in  hearing  reports  of  the  splendid  meetings 
held  tluroughout  the  year. 
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Due  to  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Thatcher,  Mrs.  Fairchild  reported  on  the 
Jurisdictional  meeting  held  in  Oklahoma  City.  The  theme  of  the  meet- 
ing was  “Mid  the  Darkness  Light.”  She  spoke  of  the  deep  spirituality 
of  the  occasion,  with  beautiful  devotionals,  the  meaningful  presence  of 
consecrated  Missionaries,  and  the  splendid  inspirational  messages  of  the 
leaders. 

The  highlights  of  the  “Assembly”  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  were  given 
most  interestingly  by  Mrs.  Gibson.  She  discussed  race  relations,  the 
Sacrificial  Supper,  World  Federation  Meeting,  the  composition  of  the 
program,  the  speakers,  and  concluded  by  saying  that  the  meeting  was 
so  impressive  that  her  experiences  there  were  deep  and  lasting. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  gave  glimpses  of  the  school  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah. 
She  told  of  the  companionship,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  ledaers,  the  stir- 
ring messages  of  the  guest  speakers,  and  the  class  sessions,  and  conclud- 
ed her  discussion  by  giving  some  highlights  of  the  future  plans  for 
Christian  Social  Relations. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  reported  on  the  June  and  September  Meetings  of  the 
Woman’s  Division.  She  gave  an  outline  of  the  business  procedure,  a 
resume  of  the  reports,  some  of  the  work,  and  the  splendid  plans  for  the 
future.  Two  outstanding  events  of  the  meeting  was  a beautiful  conse- 
cration service,  which  Bishop  Smith  conducted  at  the  “Church  of  all 
Nations,”  using  as  his  theme  an  inscription  from  a tomb  in  an  old 
Southern  Cemetery — “of  the  past  mindful,  to,  the  present  faithful,  for 
the  future,  hopeful.”  The  other  occasions  were  the  deeply  moving  re- 
ports of  Missinaries  who  returned  home  on  the  ship  “Gripsholm,” 
and  their  experiences  in  concentration  camps. 


Officers  reports  were  resumed,  and  Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor  gave  a sum- 
mary of  Girls’  and  Young  Women’s  Work  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  saying  that  33  societies  reported,  with  13  “Interest  groups”  or- 
ganized, and  interest  in  the  work  growing,  as  shown  by  the  money  re- 
ported from  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  For  the  first  three  quarters 
5:265.00  has  been  reported,  compared  with  $66.95  for  the  same  period  last 
year.  She  stressed  the  importance  of  making  correct  reports  and  recom- 
mended the  use  of  the  informative  pamphlet — “Do  you  know  the 
Answer.” 

Mrs.  Conger  reported  on  Children’s  Work,  saying  that  each  quarter 
she  send  out  300  letters  of  instruction  and  suggestions,  but  reports  re- 
ceived, fall  far  below  this  number.  She  told  of  her  experiences  attend- 
ing the  Childrens  workers  camp  at  Camp  Brewer  last  summer,  said  the 
inspiration  of  the  contact  with  leaders  of  Childrens  work,  and  the  in- 
terest shown  in  the  study  for  children  on  Latin  America.  She  stated 
that  there  has  been  a most  satisfactory  response  in  the  call  for  supplies, 
but  very  little  money  is  reported  due  to  the  few  additional  sessions. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  discussed  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Christian  So- 
cial Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  reporting  many  of  the  out- 
standing activities,  and  stating  that  from  the  250  societies  she  had  re- 
ceived 148  reports.  She  requested  that  the  societies  place  emphasis  upon 
the  study  of  Alcohol,  Narcotics  and  other  vices  for  the  next  quarter. 
She  urged  that  women  as  individuals,  and  as  Societies,  continue  to  write 
Congressmen  and  Senators  to  use  their  influence  to  abolish  alcohol.  She 
also  asked  that  women  write  and  request  that  congressional  peace  con- 
ferences be  set  up,  so  that  people  may  be  kept  informed  about  the  wide- 
spread study  and  discussion  of  peace. 
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Mrs.  Pollard  read  excerpts  from  an  article  appearing  in  a recent 
issue  of  the  Times-Picayune  regarding  a bill  that  Senator  Josh  Lee  of 
Oklahoma  had  brought  up  to  ban  the  sale  of  liquor  in  Military  camp 
areas,  and  to  authorize  the  secretary  of  war  to  act  to  combat  vice  con- 
ditions in  the  vicinity  of  Army  and  Navy  Posts. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  that  committees  would  meet  at  9:00  a.m. 
the  following  morning  in  the  Educational  Building,  with  the  Executive 
Session  reconvening  at  10:00  a.m.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 


Following  the  Committee  meetings,  the  Executive  Committee  As- 
sembled for  regular  session  in  the  Educational  Building. 

Mrs.  Hightower  read  the  day’s  selection  from  “The  Upper  Room”  for 
the  morning  devotional. 

Mrs.  Pollard  read  a letter  from  Mr.  John  Koemer,  president  of  the 
State  Council  of  church  women,  stating  that  there  are  now  four  coun- 
cils of  church  women  organized  in  Louisiana  (New  Orleans,  Baton 
Rouge,  Alexandria  and  Shreveport)  and  urged  that  as  church  women 
this  group  would  strive  to  promote  and  organize  our  council  of  church 
women  in  Louisiana. 

Reports  of  Conference  workers  followed,  with  Mrs.  McDonald 
speaking  of  the  Student  work  of  Miss  Florence  Jones  at  Louisiana  Tech. 
She  told  of  her  enthusiasm  her  work  accomplished,  and  gave  an  outline 
of  her  plans,  aims  and  objectives. 

Mrs.  Tinsley  discussed  the  work  of  Miss  Betty  Glasson  at  South- 
western, giving  an  account  of  her  activities  and  her  well  rounded  pro- 
grams, and  stated  that  the  student  work  is  progressing  in  a most  satis- 
fying manner. 
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Mrs.  Chapman  spoke  on  the  student  work  at  Louisiana  Normal,  tell- 
ing of  some  of  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler’s  outstanding  activities  and  ac- 
complishments. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  discussed  the  Student  work  at  L.  S.  U.  and  told  of 
replacing  the  former  worker  with  R.  W.  Trice  and  Miss  Lloyd.  Miss 
Pomeroy  wished  to  know  if  there  is  any  possibility  of  placing  a worker 
at  L.  S.  U.  under  the  Woman’s  Division,  as  this  is  such  an  outstanding 
field  for  work.  She  stated  that  there  would  be  perhaps  around  $800.00 
available,  and  requested  that  the  Executive  committee  consider  placing 
a trained  student  worker  on  the  L.  S.  U.  Campus  in  September,  1943. 

Mrs.  Fairchild  and  Mrs.  McConnell,  from  Baton  Rouge,  spoke  most 
favorably  of  placing  a worker  on  the  campus. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Fairchild,  it 
was  voted  that  the  Executive  Committee  gone  on  record  as  being  inter- 
ested in  helping  place  a worker  on  the  campus  of  L.  S.  U.  with  the 
University  Methodist  church,  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge, 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education,  the  General  Board  of  Education, 
and  this  body  go  on  record  authorizing  the  president,  Mrs.  Pollard,  to 
act  and  consult  the  District  Superintendent,  Dr.  Doss,  about  this  work. 

Mrs.  Gibson  reported  on  the  final  results  of  Miss  Nuttall’s  work  at 
Oak  Ridge  and  Holly  Springs,  in  the  Monroe  District,  and  spoke  of  her 
splendid  success  in  organizing  a permanent  church. 

Mrs.  Tinsley  told  of  Miss  Nuttall’s  new  wprk  in  the  Lake  Charles 
District,  outlining  some  of  her  plans  and  objectives  for  the  coming  year. 

Meeting  adjourned. 


THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Following  a delightful  luncheon  hour  the  Executive  Committee  re- 
assembled for  the  afternoon  session,  and  opened  the  meeting  by  singing 
the  old  hymn  “Let  the  Lower  Lights  be  Burning,”  followed  by  prayer. 

Reports  of  officers  were  resumed  and  the  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Laskey,  reported  that  the  Conference  minutes  had  been  printed  at  the 
cost  of  $387.62,  and  explained  the  delay  caused  in  printing  and  distri- 
buting copies. 

Mrs.  Davidson,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication,  said  that 
she  had  received  103  reports  for  the  last  quarter.  She  urged  the  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  to  try  and  check  upon  the  number  of  subscribers  to  the 
“Methodist  Woman”  and  the  “World  Outlook,”  as  her  reports  are  in- 
complete. She  stated  that  a quota  of  about  2500  subscribers  had  been 
set  for  the  Louisiana  Conference,  which  far  exceeds  the  present  sub- 
scribers. She  called  attention  to  the-  fact  the  objective  for  1942  was 
“Every  officer  a subscriber  to  both  magazines.” 

Issues  of  the  “Conference  News”  for  the  past  two  years  were  dis- 
played, and  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  spring  issue  was  discussed. 
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It  was  decided  to  have  this  issue  continued,  leaving  the  details  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  requested  the  subscriptions  to  the  “World  Out- 
look” be  sent  to  all  U.  S.  O.  centers  in  the  state. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Tinsley  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gibson,  it  was 
moved  that  the  treasurer  be  authorized  to  send  the  required  number 
of  subscriptions,  taking  the  money  from  the  cultivation  fund,  and  send- 
ing them  thru  the  proper  channels  to  the  U.  S.  O.  Centers. 

It  was  suggested  that  Societies  in  towns  with  permanent  U.S.O. 
centers  include  in  their  fourth  quarters  money,  subscriptions  for  the 
“World  Outlook,”  so  that  the  Conference  treasurer  might  be  reimbursed. 

It  was  decided  that  literature  will  continue  to  be  sent  to  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild. 

Mrs.  Davidson  presented  her  resignation  as  Editor  of  the  Advocate 
page,  and  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  page. 

Mrs.  Pollard  appointed  Mrs.  Tinsley,  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Mrs.  Metcalf, 
and  Mrs.  Davidson  on  a committee  to  work  out  plans  for  editing  the 
Advocate  page,  plans  to  be  submitted  later. 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  was  discussed,  and  upon 
motion  by  Mrs.  Gibson  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Dameron,  it  was  voted  that 
the  president  write  Mrs.  Tarver,  who  is  with  her  husband  at  a distant 
army  post,  and  explain  to  her  the  difficulty  of  conducting  the  work  with 
her  absent,  and  leaving  it  to  her  discretion  if  she  wishes  to  continue  as 
chairman. 

The  committee  on  working  out  plans  for  editing  the  Advocate  page 
submitted  the  following  recommendation: 

1.  That  the  Woman’s  page  be  edited  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Louisiana  Conference,  the  officers  to  furnish  material 
at  specified  dates. 

• 2.  That  calendar  of  dates  be  provided  each  officer. 

3.  That  the  heading  on  the  page  be  changed  to  “Edited  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.” 

Mrs.  Davidson  moved,  and  Mrs.  Metcalf  seconded  that  this  recom- 
mendation be  adopted.  Motion  carried. 

Reports  from  the  Sessions  Committees  were  heard. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  ORGANIZATION  AREA  CULTIVATION 
were  read  and  adopted. 

1.  That,  for  1943,  district-wide  “Officers’  Training  Day”  shall  not  be 
held;  instead  each  local  society  shall  conduct  officers’  training,  plan- 
ned by  the  study  committee  of  the  local  society;  that  societies,  feel- 
ing the  need  of  assistance  by  conference  officers  or  district  secre- 
taries assume  the  expense  of  transportation  to  such  meetings. 

2.  That  Zone  Meetings  be  discontinued  for  1943  but  that  Zone  leaders 
shall  continue  to  assist  in  the  promotion  of  the  work. 
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3.  That  consecrative  dates  be  set  for  District  meetings  and  prearrang- 
ed programs  be  presented;  that  these  programs  include  as  speakers 
returned  missionaries  or  field  workers. 


4.  That  we  shall  undertake  for  the  year  1943  to  emphasize  the  three- 
fold requirements  for  membership  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  namely,  prayer  service,  and  gifts  of  money  to  missions. 
It  is  suggested  that  the  Revised  Guide  be  made  available  for  sale 
for  Officers’  Training  Day  in  the  local  society.

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THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 


Following  the  dinner  hour  the  Executive  Committee  reassembled 
for  the  closing  session. 

After  a prayer,  Mrs.  Pollard  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  George  Sexton, 
Jr.,  and  Dr.  L.  N.  Stuckey,  telling  of  a Joint  meeting  of  the  South 
Central  Jurisdictional  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  to  be  held  in  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church,  Dallas,  February  23,  24,  25th,  1942. 

Alternates  were  elected  to  attend  the  Jurisdictional  Meeting  in  the 
following  Older,  with  Mrs.  Fairchild,  Mrs.  McDonald  and  Mrs.  Tidwell 
acting  as  tellers: 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  1st  Alternate;  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  2nd 
Alternate;  Mrs.  Ed  Conger,  3rd  Alternate;  Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley, 
4th  Alternate;  Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson,  5th  Alternate;  Mrs.  Glenn 
Laskey,  6th  Alternate;  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen,  7th  Alternate. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  discussed  the  proposed  courses  of  sudy  in  the 
1943  Pastor’s  School,  and  suggested  the  possibility  of  having  a general 
Mission  study  course  instead  of  a Woman’s  study  course. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Tinsley,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Chapman,  it 
was  voted  to  continue  the  Woman’s  Mission  Study  Course  regularly 
conducted  at  the  Pastor’s  School. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Dameron 
that  the  Pastor’s  School  Committee  be  requested  to  give  a general 
Missions  Course. 

A letter  from  Miss  Grace  Gatewood,  chairman  of  Scarritt  Promo- 
tion, was  read  telling  of  $358.00  reported  to  her  as  contributed  toward 
Scarritt’s  Living  Endowment  fund.  It  was  .stated,  however,  by  the  pres- 
ident, that  this  report  is  not  final,  as  many  donations  have  not  been  re- 
ported to  Miss  Gatewood. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Jones  it  was  voted  that  Miss  Oliver  be  asked 
to  return  to  Louisiana  to  continue  the  Scarritt  promotional  'work. 

Mrs.  Sartor,  chairma'n  of  the  special  committee  on  Life  Memberships, 
recommended  that  the  surplus  left  in  the  fund  over  and  abo've  that  col- 
lected for  Mrs.  C.  C.  Carver’s  Honorary  Life  Patron  Membership  be  held 
in  reserve  for  the  presentation  of  another  Honoraiy  Life  Patron  Mem- 
bership. 

The  recommendation  was  not  adopted. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Fairchild,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Jones,  it  was 
voted  that  Miss  Ella  Hooper  be  made  an  Honorary  Life  Member  with 
the  money  left  from  the  Honorary  Life  Patron  Membership,  and  it  be 
left  to  the  diecretion  of  he  president  when  to  present  this  honor. 

Mrs.  Conger  suggested  that  some  word  of  greeting  be  sent  to  the 
former  treasurer,  Mrs.  Carver,  and  to  Mrs.  David  Tarver,  Secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life,  (shortly  after  the  Executive  committee  adjourned  a 
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reply  came  from  Mrs.  Carver.  It  was  her  wish  to  express  through  the 
minutes  her  grateful  appreciation  for  being  remembered  and  to  say  that 
her  prayers  amd  best  wishes  would  continue  for  the  success  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Servicei) 

The  president  urged  the  District  Secretaries  to  send  in  the  list  of 
Society  officers  to  the  Corresponding  Conference  officers  so  that  work 
may  go  forward. 

Discussion  evolved  about  continuing  to  send  coupons  to  the  Mem- 
orial Mercy  Home.  Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Sartor,  and  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Pomeroy,  it  was  voted  that  Mrs.  Pollard  discuss  the  matter  further  with 
Dr.  Snelling,  and  if  he  does  not  wish  to  have  coupons  continued  to 
Memorial  Mercy  Home  they  will  be  sent  to  the  McDonnell  School. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Shaffer,  it 
was  voted  that  Conference  take  $10.00  per  month  from  the  cultivation 
fund,  and  send  it  to  Arlene  Tyler  for  her  personal  expenses  for  the 
remainder  of  the  conference  year. 

Mrs.  Pollard  discussed  the  $25.00  per  month  paid  the  Conference 
treasurer,  explaining  that  since  this  office  demands  so  much  of  a persons 
time  the  pay  should  at  least  be  sufficient  to  pay  a servant.  It  is  found 
when  the  expenses  of  the  office  are  deducted,  an  insufficient  amount 
is  left  for  this  purpose. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  moved,  and  Mrs.  Gibson  seconded,  that  Mrs.  McCon- 
nell be  given  $25.00  per  month  as  remuneration,  and  that  she  be  autho- 
rized to  send  in  an  expense  account  to  be  approved.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Gibson  read  the  recommendations  from  the  commission  on 
Town  and  Country  work,  placing  special  emphasis  upon  the  one  in 
which  lay  leaders,  members  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.,  Sunday  School  teachers 
are  asked  to  arrange  programs  for  rural  churches  who  have  only  one 
church  service  a month. 

Mrs.  Jones  urged  that  the  societies  continue  the  promotion  of  sup- 
plies, as  they  are  greatly  needed. 

Mrs.  McConnell  requested  that  wherever  possible  treasurers  get 
early  quarterly  reports  to  her  so  that  there  would  not  be  such  a tre- 
mendous amount  of  work  at  one  time. 

Mrs.  Davidson  said  that  the  “Conference  News”  would  be  issued 
in  two  or  three  weeks  following  this  meeting,  and  requested  all  confer- 
ence officers  to  send  her  news  items. 

Mrs.  Pollard  asked  that  Mrs.  Chapman  convey  her  deepest  thanks 
and  that  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  women  of  Bunkie  for  their 
lovely  entertainment,  their  many  thoughtful  courtesies,  and  gracious 
hospitality. 

Mrs.  Shaffer  quoted  a lovely  poem  on  companionship  “I’m  glad  that 
I touched  shoulders  with  you.” 

The  pastor  host.  Rev.  H.  E.  Pfrost,  responded  courteously  in  behalf 
of  his  church,  and  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  closed 
the  final  session  with  prayer. 

The  meeting  adjourned.

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MINUTES  OF  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS 

of  the 

THIRD  ANNUAL  SESSION 
FIRST  METHODIST  CHURCH,  MONROE,  LOUISIANA 
MARCH  30,  31,  APRIL  1,  1943 


TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  30 

The  Third  Annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  convened  in  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Monroe,  La.,  at  2:00 
o’clock  Tuesday,  March  30,  1943,  with  Mrs.  John  B.  Pollard  presiding. 

Following  the  singing  of  “O  God  our  Help  in  Ages  Past,”  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Gibson,  District  Secretary  and  president  of  the  hostess  society,  gave  the 
devotional.  She  called  particular  attention  to  the  theme  of  the  Con- 
ference, “Of  the  Past,  Mindful,  To  the  Present,  Faithful,  For  the  Future, 
Hopeful.”  and  closed  the  worship  with  prayer. 

The  meeting  was  formally  opened  by  Mrs.  Pollard  and  the  delegates 
seated  according  to  District. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor,  Chairman  of  the  program  committee,  presented 
the  highlights  of  the  program. 

Mrs.  G.  E.  Laskey  gave  a resume  of  the  mid-year  Executive  meeting 
at  Bunkie  and  stressed  the  use  of  the  Minutes  as  working  plans  for  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  took  the  platform  and  graciously  presented 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard,  saying  that  as  President  she  gave  unstintingly  of  her 
time  in  service  and  study  and  is  making  a contribution  toward  building 
a world  Christian  community. 

Mrs.  Pollard’s  message  was  a challenging  and  stirring  one.  She 
called  attention  to  the  theme  of  Conference  and  reviewed  the  rich  herit- 
age of  the  past,  emphasized  the  work  of  the  present,  noted  with  justifi- 
able pride  the  records  and  advances  made  during  1942  along  all  lines, 
and  ended  with  a note  of  confidence  that  the  women  are  looking  with 
hope  beyond  the  present  to  the  future  and  the  establishment  of  a “New 
Earth  Wherein  Dwelleth  Righteousness.”  (See  Index — President’s  Mes- 
sage). 

Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  stated  that  she  was  giving  no  report  from 
the  Vice-Presidents  office,  as  that  would  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes, 
but  she  urged  the  members  to  catch  a new  vision  of  the  vast  organiza- 
tion to  which  they  belonged,  an  organization  that  could  help  build  a new 
world  order  if  the  members  were  imbued  with  a radiant  spirit  of  service 
and  fellowship.  (See  index — ^Reports). 

Mrs.  Pollard  explained  that  word  had  come  from  the  Jurisdictional 
Office,  but  too  late  for  a place  to  be  made  on  the  Conference  program, 
that  special  memberships  be  given  during  the  Conference  sessions. 
She  suggested  that  individuals,  members  of  families,  Districts,  get  to- 
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gether  and  present  these  special  memberships  on  the  last  morning  of 
Conference,  at  a special  service  of  which  Mrs.  McKeithen  would  have 
charge. 

Mrs.  Gilman  McConnell  in  giving  the  Treasurer’s  report,  spoke  of 
“seeing  your  Missionary  dollars  on  parade.”  She  enumerated  the  in- 
vestments scattered  near  and  far  an  gave  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the 
dollars  turned  into  personality  dividends.  (See  index.  Treasurer’s  re- 
port) 

Mrs.  Laskey  read  the  report  of  the  Certified  Public  Accountant,  L. 
A.  Champagne,  stating  that  he  had  examined  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments and  found  that  they  were  well  accounted  for  and  properly  made, 
and  the  books  and  records  complete  and  well  kept. 

Mrs.  J.  S.  Drew,  Local  Chairman  of  Registration,  reported  on  Regis- 
tration, saying  120  Delegates  and  20  visitors  had  registered  to  date. 

Mrs.  Laskey  read  the  Committee  appointments  on  Minutes,  Resolu- 
tions, Distributing  and  Collecting  tellers.  Counting  tellers  and  Courtesies. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons,  Sec. 
of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  Mrs.  Gilman  McConnell,  Treasurer,  stat- 
ing that  elections  would  be  held  Wednesday  morning  to  fill  these  vacan- 
cies. 


Dr.  B.  C.  Taylor,  Dean  of  the  Pastor’s  school,  announced  that  this 
school  would  be  held  in  Lafayette,  La.,  at  S.L.I.  on  June  7-12.  Cost,  $8.00 
for  the  week.  He  outlined  the  five  excellent  courses  to  be  given. 

Mrs.  Jackson  made  an  announcement  concerning  the  Sacrificial 
Supper.  She  asked  delegates  and  visitors  to  secure  tickets  for  the  supper 
at  the  rear  of  the  Church. 

Mrs.  Pollard  told  of  the  passing  of  Mrs.  W.  D.  Haas,  who  had  given 
$5000.00  for  a scholarship  to  train  workers  at  Scarritt.  It  had  been  de- 
cided by  the  Executive  Committee,  she  continued,  as  befitting  her  mem- 
ory, to  place  her  name  in  the  Book  of  Remembrance  at  Scarritt  College 
for  $100.00.  Much  of  this  money  has  been  subscribed  by  friends,  but 
anyone  who  wishes  to  have  a share  in  this  endowment,  she  added,  may 
make  a contribution  to  their  District  Secretary  before  leaving  the  Con- 
ference. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  gave  instructions  for  the  various  planning  Com- 
mittees to  meet  immediately  following  the  afternoon  session. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  made  announcements  concerning  places  to  secure  food 
while  in  Monroe. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Branton.

TUESDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  aO,  1943 

Following  the  singing  of  the  Hymn  “Heralds  of  Christ”  by  the  con- 
gregation, the  scripture  reading  and  prayer  were  given  by  the  pastor- 
host,  Dr.  A.  M.  Serex. 
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As  an  Offertory,  Mrs.  John  Sholars  played  “Where  Dusk  Gathers 
Deep,”  after  which  Miss  Eloise  Temple  sang  “Come  Unto  Me,”  from 
the  Messiah. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening.  Bishop  C.  C.  Selecman,  was  graciously 
presented  by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard,  and  gave  a forceful  and  challenging 
address  on  “The  Moral  Equivalent  of  War.”  He  pled  earnestly  for  a 
forgetting  of  self  and  petty  localized  problems  in  these  stirring  days 
and  urged  the  Church  to  catch  an  enlarged  vision  of  a world  program  and 
world  needs.  He  closed  with  the  optomistic  thought  that  the  future 
holds  the  greatest  opportunity  for  missions  ever  presented  the  Church. 
All  doors  will  be  open  and  the  fields  will  be  limitless. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Bishop  Selecman’s  address,  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Johnson,  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Monroe  District,  assisted  by  visiting  pastors,  to 
the  Conference  body  and  visitors. 

The  meeting  was  dismissed  with  prayer. 


WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  31,  1943 


An  Organ  Meditation  “Medley  of  Hymns,”  played  by  Mrs.  John 
Sholars,  Organist  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  preceded  the  Morning 
Worship  conducted  by  Mrs.  C.  H.  Shaffer. 

The  Hymn  ‘Taith  of  Our  Fathers”  was  sung  and  Mrs.  Shaffer  elab- 
orated upon  the  theme  of  the  hymn  as  she  recalled  our  debt  to  the  heri- 
tgae  of  the  past. 

She  read  in  closing  “What  if  they  Had  Quit,”  from  “Christ  and  the 
Five  Arts”  and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex  sang  a beautiful  solo  concluding  the 
service.  r 

The  morning  session  was  opened  by  Mrs.  Pollard. 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Collins,  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  presented 
the  names  of  Mrs.  L.  B.  Webster  of  Shreveport,  and  Mrs.  J.  Martin  Miller 
of  New  Orleans,  to  be  voted  upon  for  Treasurer.  Since  neither  of  the 
candidates  were  present,  Mrs.  Ledbetter  told  of  the  qualifications  of 
Mrs.  Webster  and  Mrs.  Fairchild  spoke  of  Mrs.  Miller’s  ability  to  hold 
office. 

The  voting  strength  of  the  Conference  body  was  taken;  the  ballots 
were  cast  and  collected  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

In  giving  the  report  for  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee,  Mrs.  Shaffer 
quoted  E.  Stanley  Jones  by  saying,  “Life  can  never  be  abundant  unless 
it  has  abundant  resources.”  She  gave  an  account  of  the  splendid  com- 
mittee meetings  held  in  the  previous  day  and  recommended  for  supple- 
mentary devotionals,  reading  “The  Unseen  Guest,”  a pamphlet,  price  10c, 
appearing  quarterly  and  containing  life  stories  of  Deaconesses  and 
Missionaries.  She  urged  the  continued  use  of  the  prayer  calendar  and 
prayer  cards.  (See  Index — Spiritual  Life). 
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The  recommendations  of  the  committee  on  Spiritual  Life  were  read 
by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  and  after  an  explanation  about  the 
meaning  of  the  “Day  of  Prayer”  and  the  use  of  the  New  report  blanks, 
the  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
stressed  the  importance  of  reporting  and  using  the  correct  blanks. 
She  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  new  Handbooks  for  the  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  would  soon  be  off  the  press  and  urged  each 
local  Secretary  to  procure  these  books  as  they  would  prove  valuable 
in  promoting  the  work. 

Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Tucker  T.  Thibodeaux,  and 
after  discussion,  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Marlin  Drake,  Chairman  of  the  Tellers,  announced  that  Mrs. 
L.  B.  Webster  had  received  a majority  of  votes  and  had  been  elected 
Treasurer. 

The  Research  Committee  nominated  Mrs.  Crawford  Young  for  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Additional  nominations 
from  the  floor  were  Miss  Katherine  Yeldell  of  Shreveport  and  Miss 
Grace  Lawson  of  Welsh,  La. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  spoke  in  complimentary  terms  of  Mrs.  Crawford’s 
ability.  Mrs.  Sartor  told  of  Miss  Yeldell’s  qualifications,  while  Miss 
Lawson’s  competency  to  fill  the  office  was  stated  by  a member  of  the 
Welsh  Society. 

Ballots  were  cast  for  the  three  names  and  the  Tellers  retired  to 
count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  prefaced  her  report  on  Student  Work  by  re- 
marking “No  one  expects  much  of  a two-year  old,  but  a grandma 
knows  he  can  be  awfully  sweet.”  She  explained  that  Student  Work  is 
only  two  years  old  in  Louisiana  and  of  the  five  Student  Workers  em- 
ployed by  the  Woman’s  Division  three  are  located  in  Louisiana.  Her 
report  was  a generalization  of  the  work  accomplished.  (See  Index- 
Student  Work). 

She  presented  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal 
and  Miss  Florence  Jones  of  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute,  Ruston. 
The  latter  speaking  on  “Student  Work  on  the  College  campus.”  Miss 
Jones  said,  “Student  work  is  as  old  as  Methodism  since  it  was  bom  in 
the  heart  of  a student  on  a College  campus.”  She  outlined  phases  of 
her  work,  spoke  of  the  inspiration  of  working  with  young  people  and  her 
attempt  to  give  them  a religious  faith  to  hold  to  in  a crumbling  world. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  presented  Miss  Jane  Davis,  an  attractive  student 
from  Louisiana  State  Normal,  Natchitoches,  who  gave  a prespective  of 
Student  Work  as  seen  from  the  eyes  of  a young  person  on  the  college 
campus. 

The  Tellers  reported  that  Miss  Grace  Lawson  had  received  a ma- 
jority of  the  votes  cast  and  had  been  elected  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  morning  program  was  the  Christian 
Social  Relations  hour — “Where  cross  the  crowded  ways  of  life,”  over 
which  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf,  Secretary  of  this  department,  presided.  She 
stated  that  her  report  would  appear  in  the  Minutes.  (See  index — 
Christian  Social  Relations)  and  instead  of  elaborating  upon  the  various 
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phases  of  work,  she  presented  two  outstanding  speakers  along  lines  of 
work  emphasized  by  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

The  first  speaker,  Dr.  Edgar  Godbold,  President  of  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, Pineville,  La.,  talked  on  the  “Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Founda- 
tion.” He  made  an  impassioned  plea  for  the  establishment  of  this  or- 
ganization throughout  Louisiana,  to  v/ork  through  Churches  and  in 
every  Parish.  The  objective  of  the  organization  is  to  teach  and  practice 
sobriety  in  every  meaning  of  the  term,  in  thinking,  living,  acting  and 
belief. 

Dr.  Dana  Dawson,  pastor  of  First  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport, 
and  a member  of  the  National  Committee  for  the  study  of  the  Japanese 
Problem,  spoke  next  upon  “The  Japanese  Evacuation.”  He  outlined 
in  an  upbiased  and  highly  informative  manner  the  removal  of  the  Jap- 
anese from  the  West  coast.  With  graphic  word -pictures.  Dr.  Dawson 
made  the  assembly  and  relocation  come  alive,  as  he  vividly  depicted 
the  daily  hfe  of  thounsands  of  uprooted  people.  He  concluded  by  saying 
that  the  centers  are  not  internment  camps,  and  50%  of  the  people  are 
better  off  than  in  their  former  homes,  while  they  are  as  free  as  they 
can  be,  under  the  circumstances.  “The  Government,”  Dr.  Dawson  said, 
is  to  be  congratulated  upon  doing  the  work  quickly,  efficiently  and  hu- 
manly. It  is  a demonstration  of  “Christian  ethics  on  a high  plane.” 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  in  her  gracious  and  charming  manner  pre- 
sented guests  and  visitors  to  the  Conference  body  as  follows:  Mrs. 
George  Sexton,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Sam  Collins,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Carver,  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Woodard,  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  Mrs.  J.  N.  McDonald,  Mrs.  Swan,  Mrs.  F.  B. 
Hatch,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Chennault,  Mrs.  H.  T.  Carley,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Serex,  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Johnson,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Freeman,  Mrs.  Dana  Dawson,  and  all 
other  ministers  and  wives  in  the  congregation. 

The  hymn  “God  of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory”  was  sung,  following 
which  Mrs.  Pollard  presented  Miss  Edith  Fredericks,  returned  Mission- 
ary of  Hong  Kong,  China. 

Miss  Fredericks  chose  as  her  message  for  the  noon-day  devotional 
“The  All  Sufficiency  of  Christ  for  Today.”  She  said  that  despite  the 
storms  sweeping  over  the  world,  Christians  can  have  an  inner  peace, 
poise  and  power.  She  paid  tribute  to  the  Christian  loyalty  and  faith  of 
the  Chinese  People  despite  almost  unendurable  hardship  and  suffering. 
Miss  Fredericks  told  in  a gripping  manner  some  of  her  personal  exper- 
iences in  the  war  areas — bombing  and  internment  by  the  Japanese — ^yet 
throughout  the  difficult  months  there  was  a sense  of  having  strength 
sufficient  for  the  needs. 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Sanders  concluded  the  devotional  with  a solo,  “Just  for 
Today.” 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Serex. 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  31,  1943 

The  hymn,  “Be  Still  My  Soul,”  opened  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
Conference  at  2:00  o’clock. 

Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  conducted  the  devotional  service,  reading 
Scripture  from  Goodspeed’s  translation  of  the  New  Testament  closing 
with  prayer. 
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Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  conducted  a beautifully  impressive  Memor- 
ial service,  characterized  by  its  dignity  and  solemnity.  She  was  ably 
assisted  by  the  District  Secretaries,  all  robed  in  white.  Preceding  the 
service,  Mrs.  Serex  feelingly  sang  ‘‘Goin’  Home.”  Placed  about  a cen- 
tral arrangement  of  American  Beauty  roses,  holding  seven  lighted 
tapers,  were  graduated  white  standards  holding  low  bowls  of  white  spring 
folwers.  Mrs.  Davidson  paid  tribute  to  those  friends  who  have  passed 
away  during  the  past  year.  The  District  Secretaries  lighted  candles 
from  the  central  arrangement,  as  names  of  the  departed  members  were 
read,  and  placed  the  lighted  candles  among  the  white  flowers  of  the  small 
bowls,  symbolizing  that  the  light  of  those  who  have  gone  wiU  ever  live 
in  our  hearts  and  memories.  A solo  arrangement  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer 
was  sung  by  Mrs.  Clyde  Saunders,  concluding  the  service. 

Upon  resuming  business,  Rev.  Virgil  Morris,  Chairman  of  Mission- 
ary Education  for  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Conference,  announced  that 
Dr.  Bartack,  a returned  Missionary  from  Chech-Slovakia,  would  be 
available  for  speaking  engagements  in  Churches  of  Louisiana. 

Representatives  of  two  outstanding  Louisiana  Methodist  Institutions 
discussed  the  work  of  these  homes.  Miss  V.  Biggers,  represented  Dr. 
Snelling,  Superintendent  of  Memorial  Mercy  Home,  and  expressed  ap- 
preciation for  the  assistance  given  and  asked  that  the  coupons  be  con- 
tinued as  they  much  needed  supplies. 

Rev.  C.  B.  White,  Superintendent  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Or- 
phanage, thanked  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  for  greatly 
needed  clothing  and  furnishings  and  asked  that  they  be  continued.  He 
announced  that  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  C.  S. 
are  now  members  of  the  Orphanage  Board. 

Recommedations  of  Student  Work  were  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  Mrs.  Miller,  and  after  some  explanation  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy, 
were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  charmingly  presented  Patricia  Ruth  Campbell, 
lovely  little  daughter  of  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell  and  Mrsi  Ira  Campbell,  for- 
mer Secretary  of  the  Shreveport  District,  with  Life  Memberships — both 
gifts  in  appreciation  of  her  untiring  service  and  devotion  to  the  Shreve- 
port District.  Mrs.  Campbell  responded  graciously  to  the  tribute  and 
expressed  her  thanks  to  the  Shreveport  District  ahd  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service. 

Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Whittaker,  and  after  discussion,  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Pollard  explained  that  it  would  be  necessary  at  this  meeting 
of  the  Conference  body  to  nominate  three  persons  to  serve  on  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  for  the  next  quadrennium.  'These 
names  will  in  turn  be  presented  for  election  to  the  Jurisdictional  So- 
ciety at  their  1944  meeting,  along  with  the  nominations  from  eighteen 
other  Conferences  and  six  will  be  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension.  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  is  now  a member 
of  this  Board,  she  added. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  McKeithen,  it 
was  Voted  that  the  nominating  ballot  be  the  elective  ballot  and  the 
names  of  the  three  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  considered 
the  nominees. 
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Reports  from  Louisiana  City  Missio'ns  were  next  heard  with  interest. 
Mrs.  Mary  Freeman,  of  Business  Girls’  Inn,  told  of  the  splendid  work 
done  by  this  Home  for  the  past  ten  years.  Miss  Frances  Fairchild, 
serving  her  first  year  as  a Deaconess,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the 
achievements  and  accomplishments  of  St.  Marks  Community  Center  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

Mission  work  in  Town  and  Country  was  reported  first  by  Miss  Eva 
Calloway,  Superintendent  of  Sugar-Brown  Home.  She  expressed  ap- 
preciation for  supplies  sent  and  asked  for  continued  support  and  pray- 
ers. Miss  Ella  Hooper,  Deaconess  at  MacDonnell  School  spoke  of  the 
difficulty  of  running  the  school  during  war-time,  but  they  were  making 
adjustments.  She  expressed  her  thanks  for  the  generous  Christmas 
offering  and  the  continued  support  and  cooperation  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service.  Lastly,  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall,  rural  deaconess 
and  serving  her  first  year  in  the  Lake  Charles  District,  gave  an  interest- 
ing account  of  organizational  work  she  had  done  in  her  District. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  gave  a brilliant  and  comprehensive  report  of 
the  Delaware  Conference,  from  which  she  had  so  recently  returned. 
Two  hundred  fifty  leaders  from  Methodism  attended  this  meeting  which 
centered  its  discussion  about  a “Just  and  Durable  Peace.”  The  famed 
Merrick  Lectures,  attracting  speakers  of  world-wide  distinction  and 
specialists  in  their  fields,  comprised  the  bases  of  the  Conference.  Each 
of  these  twelve  lectures  was  followed  by  a carefully  planned  seminar, 
that  had  six  months  study  preceding  it.  These  discussions,  Mrs.  Led- 
better said,  are  in  no  manner  blue-prints  for  the  peace  table,  but  rather 
to  throw  light  on  the  post-war  world.  Outstanding  among  the  brilliant 
lectures  were  those  given  by  Vice-President  Wallace,  Bishop  Francis  J. 
McConnell  and  Dr.  Vera  Dean.  Running  like  scarlet  threads  through 
a tapestry  were  the  thoughts  in  every  address  concerning  the  worth  of 
human  personality,  the  evangelistic  message  and  the  part  the  Christian 
Church  must  take  in  facing  the  changes  in  the  new  day. 

Reports  of  officers  were  resumed.  Mrs.  Ed  Conger,  Secretary  of 
Children’s  work,  recalled  the  studies  of  Children  over  a ten  year  period. 
They  have  studied  the  peoples  of  the  world  and  had  a feeling  of  love  and 
friendship  for  them.  Now  these  same  children  are  men,  aind  are  in  lands 
across  the  sea  and  reflecting  Christian  attitudes,  or  lack  of  them,  ac- 
cording to  the  teaching  they  have  had  at  home.  She  urged  additional 
sessions  and  meetings  with  parents. 

Recommendations  from  the  committee  on  Children’s  work  were 
read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Hill,  and  after  discussion, 
were  adopted. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor,  Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  work 
stated  that  she  was  presenting  the  first  complete  report  of  the  work 
and  these  showed  advancement  along  every  line.  It  was  gratifying  to 
note  that  in  money  paid  in,  Louisiana  was  second  in  Youth  giving  in  the 
Jurisdiction. 

Recommendations  of  the  committee  on  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’ 
Work  was  read  by  Miss  Jane  Baker,  and  after  discussion,  were  adopted. 

Following  announcements  concerning  the  Sacrificial  Supper,  the 
meeting  adjourned  with  prayer.

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WEDNESDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  31,  1943 


The  evening’s  program  was  divided  into  two 'parts,  first  the  Sacri- 
ficial Supper  at  the  Jewish  Synagogue,  and  second  the  Address  by  Miss 
Edith  Fredericks,  at  the  Church.  Each  program  was  equally  inform- 
ative, inspirational  and  spirit-feeling. 

A large  group  of  delegates  and  visitors  gathered  at  6:00  o’clock  on 
the  lawn  of  the  Jewish  Synagogue  to  attend  the  Sacrificial  Supper. 
They  chatted  with  friends  in  the  soft  spring  dusk,  before  going  into  the 
Church.  Upon  entering  the  interior  of  the  dimly  lit  church,  young 
women,  in  white  “robes”  holding  placards  with  “S-I-L-E-N-C-E”  upon 
them  caused  the  group  to  immediately  become  quiet,  and  a reverent 
stillness  was  maintained  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  deeply  im- 
pressive service. 

During  the  eating  of  a frugal  meal,  a deeply  moving  and  highly 
informative  sound  motion  picture  of  Chinese  life,  customs,  cities.  Mis- 
sions and  war  areas  was  shown. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  read  appropriate  verses  from  Scripture,  fol- 
lowing which  a quartet  sang  “Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of  Life.” 

Mrs.  Sexton  fittingly  closed  the  service  by  saying  that  we  could  show 
our  deep  love  and  abounding  appreciation  for  China’s  faith  and  trial 
of  suffering  by  making  a true  Sacrificial  offering  for  Medical  supplies. 

A beautiful  tableau  concluded  the  supper.  Beneath  a lighted  cross 
was  posed  a group  of  young  people,  representing  suffering  China,  while 
above  them  stood  a Christian  nurse  with  outstretched  arms  pointing  to- 
ward the  cross. 

Following  the  benediction,  the  group  placed  their  offerings  in  their 
plates  and  quietly  left. 

The  program  for  the  ocqasion  was  directed  by  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  and 
Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson  and  the  music  provided  by  a stringed  quartet. 

The  group  reassembled  immediately  afterwards  in  the  Auditorium 
of  the  Church,  and  opened  the  meeting  by  singing  “Faith  of  our 
Fathers.” 

Miss  Ella  Hooper  gave  the  Scripture  reading  and  prayer,  and  as  an 
offertory  solo,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex  sang  “Great  Peace  Have  They.” 

Mrs.  Pollard  graciously  presented  Mrs.  George  Sexton,  Jr.,  former 
president  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Women’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  now  president  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

Mrs.  Sexton  began  by  quoting  a Chinese  proverb.  “If  you  are  plant- 
ing for  one  year,  plant  grain,  if  you  are  planting  for  ten  years,  plant  a 
tree,  if  you  are  planting  for  a century,  plant  Character.” 

She  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Ella  Hooper’s  vision,  her  humility,  her 
consecration  and  ability  to  build  character,  and  in  behalf  of  the  women 
of  Louisiana  present  her  an  Honorary  Life  Membership. 

Mrs.  Sexton  next  presented  Miss  Edith  Fredericks,  who  has  served 
twenty  years  as  a Missionary  in  China,  was  interned  by  the  Japanese 
and  returned  home  on  “S.S.  Gripsholm.” 
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Miss  Frederick’s  address  on  “The  New  China”  was  a compelling 
one.  She  gave  a vivid  picture  of  China  at  war — death,  destruction, 
heartbreak,  millions  of  orphans,  soldiers  without  medical  aid  and  a 
great  people  on  the  march  westward  to  build  a new  China.  She  gave 
an  account  of  her  experiences  during  the  bombing  of  Hong  Kong  and 
later  her  life  in  a Japanese  prison  camp. 

She  concluded  with  a plea  to  help  the  valiant  Chinese  until  they 
can  help  themselves.  This  is  our  one  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the 
meaning  of  brotherhood,  she  said. 

The  service  was  dismissed  with  prayer. 


THUESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  1,  1943 

Following  an  Organ  Meditation  “Perfect  Prayer,”  by  Mrs.  John 
Sholars,  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  conducted  the  Morning  Worship,  using 
as  her  theme  “For  the  Future,  Hopeful.”  Mrs.  Serex  concluded  the  de- 
votional by  singing  very  beautifully  “I  shall  not  pass  again  this  way.” 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  and  business  re- 
sumed. 

The  Tellers  reported  that  the  three  following  persons  had  been 
nominated  for  Board  of  Missions  of  Church  Extension,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Led- 
better, 107,  Mrs.  Pollard  93,  Mrs.  Sexton  67. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron,  it  was  moved  that  the  Louisiana 
Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  send  greetings  to  the  Mississippi  Conference  to 
convene  April  2,  and  to  the  Baptist  Missionary  Union  convening  in 
Shreveport. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  S.  E.  Castles,  it  was  voted  to  send  a message  to 
Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones. 

An  intersting  feature  of  the  morning’s  program,  was  the  Panel  dis- 
cussion by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Thatcher  and  the  seven  District  Secretaries,  telling 
of  “Another  year  of  Progress.”  In  a delightfully  informal  manner  they 
conveyed  information  concerning  the  work  in  their  districts!  They  told 
of  Methods  of  securing  Life  Memberships,  of  study  classes,  ways  and 
means  of  gaining  subscriptions  to  publications.  Reports,  Spiritual  Life 
groups,  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  work  in  Defense  areas. 

During  this  discussion,  the  group  deviated  from  their  reports  while 
Mrs.  Fairchild  graciously  presented  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  a Life  Mem- 
bership, a gift  from  the  Baton  Rouge  District. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Panel  Discussion,  Mrs.  Thatcher  summed 
up  the  reports,  and  said  there  was  every  reason  to  feel  hopeful  and  to 
feel  that  the  days  that  lie  ahead  are  a real  challenge.  There  were  ad- 
vances in  Christian  Social  Relations,  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’s  work, 
Children’s  work,  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Bible  and  Mission  Study 
classes  and  Studies  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  were  losses  she  reported  in  the  number  of  Societies,  and  number 
of  members,  supplies,  Scholarships,  Efficiency  Aims,  Week  of  Prayer  of- 
ferings, pledges  for  Foreign  projects  and  Societies  disbanding  to  do  Red 
Cross  work.

She  stressed  the  opportunity  for  service  to  the  world — but  service 
without  glamour,  without  pay,  with  no  uniform  and  no  band. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  upon  Organization  and  pro- 
motion were  read  by  Mrs.  Lotspeich  and  after  discussion,  were  adopted. 
(See  Index — Organizations  & Promotions.) 

The  Secretary,  Mrs.  Laskey,  read  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive 
Committee  session  and  they  were  approved  as  read. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Audit  Committee  for  the 
Minutes,  reported  that  the  Minutes  had  been  examined  and  approved. 

Requests  were  read  from  the  pastor  and  the  District  Superintendent 
concerning  the  excellence  of  Miss  Shiela  NuttalFs  work  and  asking  for 
her  return  to  her  charge. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Davidson,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  McDonald,  it 
was  voted  to  return  Miss  Nuttall  to  the  Lake  Charles  District. 

Mrs.  Pollard  explained  that  she  had  discussed  with  Dr.  Mary  Shan- 
non the  need  for  a closer  relationship ; to  exist  between  the  Conference 
and  the  Woman’s  Division.  She  stated  that  the  working  plans  would 
channel  more  directly  to  the  Conferences  if  the  six  Jurisdictionql 
Presidents  were  members  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Manning,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Dameron,  it 
was  voted  that  the  Woman’s  Division  be  sent  a Memorial  recommending 
that  the  six  Jurisdictional  Presidents  be  made  members  of  the  Woman’s 
Division. 


As  an  impressive  preliminary  to  the  Pledge  Service,  Mrs.  McConnell 
presented  the  Missionaries,  Deaconesses  and  Conference  Workers  in  the 
audience  and  as  they  stood  about  the  Altar,  each  gave  the  number  of 
years  they  had  served — Miss  Grace  Gatewood,  28  years.  Miss  Shiela 
Nuttall  11  years,  Mrs.  Mary  Freeman  19  years.  Miss  Frances  Fairchild 
1 year.  Miss  Florence  Jones  2 years.  Miss  Ella  Hooper  26  years.  Miss 
Edith  Fredericks  32  years — 27  of  them  in  China. 


With  these  living  examples  of  the  Missionary  cause,  grouped  about 
the  chancel',  the  roll  of  the  Districts  was  called  and  each  District  Sec- 
retary stood  and  announced  her  Pledge  for  1944.

Of  this  amount,  $32,300  is  sent  to  the  Woman’s  Division  and  $3,894 
remains  in  the  Cultivation  Fund. 


Mrs.  McConnell  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Presidents,  the  Dis- 
trict Secretaries,  and  to  Mrs.  Carver,  for  cooperation  and  help  during 
the  past  year. 
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Both  Mrs.  Sexton  and  Mrs.  Pollard  spoke  of  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  the  Treasurer’s  books  had  been  kept  and  upon  motion  of  Mrs. 
Sexton  the  Conference  body  arose  to  express  thanks  for  the  admirable 
work  Mrs.  McConnell  had  done. 

The  Pledge  Service  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  Miss  Gatewood. 

The  j'eport  and  Recommendations  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
was  read  by  Miss  Catherine  Yeldell,  due  to  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Sim- 
mons. She  stated  that  there  had  been  an  increase  in  giving  and  an  in- 
crease in  number  of  Guilds.  After  discussion  of  recommendations,  they 
were  adopted  as  read.  (See  Index — Wesleyan  Service  Guild.) 

Mrs.  Hightower  read  the  report  and  Recommendations  from  the 
Secretary  ot  Supplies,  Mrs.  C.  l.  jones,  who  was  detained  because  of 
illness.  She  gave  a summary  of  the  Supplies  sent  and  the  great  benefit 
derived  from  the  gifts  and  cash  donations  given.  She  expressed  appre- 
ciation for  the  excellent  spirit  of  cooperation.  The  Recommendations 
were  read  and  adopted.  (See  Index — Supplies.) 

Cleverness  and  originality  characterized  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications  given  by  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson.  She  com- 
pared the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  a great  Railroad 
system,  with  headquarters  at  155  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York.  Then  with 
her  assistants,  she  displayed  a highly  colored  styhzed  “Literature 
Special”  made  up  at  420  Plum  Street.  She  ingeniously  compared  the 
train  and  eacn  of  the  cars  to  the  various  Departments  and  functions  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  For  example,  the  tank  cars 
carry  essential  oil,  and  are  like  the  Spiritual  Life  groups  that  supply  oil 
to  lubricate  the  oiganization,  and  to  keep  down  friction.  This  train,  un- 
like a real  one,  had  no  Caboose,  because  she  said,  there  is  no  end  to  the 
train  of  Literature. 

On  the  reverse  side,  Mrs.  Davidson  showed  a “Cross-section  of  the 
train  with  all  the  leaflets  and  literature  available,  attractively  displayed. 
She  said  in  conclusion,  that  vision,  prayer  and  service  are  required  to 
make  the  tracks  stronger  for  the  greater  trains  that  will  come,  so  that 
preparation  will  be  made  for  the  speed  and  strength  needed  in  the  post- 
war world. 

Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Literature  and  Publications 
were  read  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  McEachern  and  were  adopted.  (See 
Index — ^Literature  and  Publications) . 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  it  was  voted  that  this  splendid  pre- 
sentation of  Literature  just  given  by  Mrs.  Davidson,  be  sent  to  the 
Methodist  Woman  for  publication. 

Mrs.  Sexton  said  that  the  cleverly  planned  and  well  executed  pre- 
sentation of  Literature  was  so  admirably  done  that  sne  would  like  for 
this  to  be  Louisiana’s  contribution  to  the  Jurisdictional  meeting  in  1944. 

Mrs.  McConnell  reported  thit  the  total  contributions  from  the  Sac- 
rificial Supper  amounted  to  $300.11. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  read  by 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Carver,  and  were  adopted.  (See  Index — ^Finance.) 

Mrs.  Pollard,  Chairman  of  the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee, 
told  of  Arlene  Tyler  and  Bessie  Mansfield,  two  Louisiana  girls  who  are 
now  in  training  at  Scarritt  College  and  who  are  the  recipients  of  Study 
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Grants  given  by  Louisiana.  Upon  completion  of  their  courses,  they 
will  go  into  Missionary  Service.  Bessie  Mansfield  has  requested  that 
she  be  sent  to  India. 

Miss  Grace  Gatewood,  Chairman  of  Scarritt  promotion,  gave  a most 
interesting  account  of  the  promotional  work  done  for  Scarritt.  She 
gave  much  credit  to  Miss  Oliver,  who  was  in  Louisiana  in  that  interest 
last  year.  She  emphasized  the  need  for  trained  workers  for  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  world  following  the  war.  She  called  attention  to  the  real  op- 
portunity of  making  your  dollars  work  to  serve  the  world  through  con- 
tributions to  Scarritt.  (See  Index — Scarritt) 

The  report  on  the  Status  of  Women  was  referred  to  the  Minutes. 
(See  Index — Status  of  Women). 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy’s  survey  of  the  Jurisdictional  meeting  in  Dal- 
las was  outstanding  in  its  excellence  and  vividness.  There  was  a note 
of  informality  and  humor  about  her  talk,  yet  it  was  informative  and  in- 
spirational. In  its  condensed  form,  it  made  the  meeting  come  to  life  for 
her  listeners  as  she  told  of  the  many  speakers  and  inspiring  messages. 
(See  Index — Jurisdictional  Meeting). 

An  informal  hour  devoted  to  the  giving  of  Special  Life  Memberships 
was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen.  First,  she  presented  those 
who  are  Honorary  Life  Patrons,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  Mrs.  George 
Sexton,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  C.  C.  Carver.  Next  the  Honorary  Life  Members 
who  are,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  and  Miss  Ella  Hooper.  Then  fifteen  mem- 
bers in  the  audience  who  were  Life  Members  stood. 

The  next  few  moments  were  full  of  feeling  as  spontaneous  presen- 
tation of  Special  Life  Memberships  were  made  from  the  floor.

Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  appreciation  for  the  invitation  and  Scdd  the 
invitation  would  be  referred  to  the  Committee. 

The  Hymn,  “O  Jesus  I Have  Promised,”  was  sung,  following  which 
Mrs.  Pollard  announced  that  the  hour  for  adjournment  had  arrived. 

Miss  Edith  Fredericks  closed  the  meeting  with  a message  on  “The 
All  Sufficiency  of  Christ — ^For  all  our  Tomorrows.”  She  spoke  of  fitting 
ourselves  today  for  the  tremendous  tasks  that  lie  ahead.  She  placed 
particular  emphasis  upon  the  part  the  Church  must  play  in  the  post-war 
world,  saying  that  five  “R’s”  lie  ahead,  i.e.  Relief,  Reconstruction,  Re- 
habilitation, Restoration  and  Reconciliation.  Encouraging  hopes  for  the 
future  are  fo^nd  in  the  Christian  views  and  thoughts  expressed  by  high 
government  officials  in  public  addresses.  If  we  are  to  have  a decent  world 
and  peace,  religion  must  expand,  smd  there  must  be  a tremendous  revival 
of  the  Missionary  Crusade. 

As  a fitting  climax  to  an  inspirational  Conference  session,  Mrs.  A. 
M.  Serex  sang  as  a closing  solo,  “I  Walked  Today  Where  Jesus  Walked.” 

Rev.  J,  Henry  Bowden  pronounced  the  benediction  and  closed  the 
third  session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  wih  prayer.

MINUTES  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 
HELD  DURING  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 
TUESDAY,  MARCH  30,  1943 


The  Executive  Committee  meeting,  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
Third  Annual  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
was  called  to  order  at  10:00  o’clock  Tuesday  morning,  March  30,  in  the 
Educational  Building  of  First  Methodist  Church,  Monroe,  La.,  by  the 
President,  Mrs.  John  B.  Pollard. 

An  inspiring  devotional  was  given  by  Mrs.  Ed  Conger,  using  as 
her  theme  “How  Jesus  Trained  His  Disciples  for  Leadership.”  The  de- 
votional was  concluded  with  a series  of  prayers,  asking  for  a deepening 
of  spiritual  life. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  absence  of  Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons,  Mrs. 
C.  I.  Jones,  Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Mrs.  George  Sexton 
and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  was  noted. 
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Mrs.  Jones  absence  was  explained,  due  to  an  accident.  Mrs.  High- 
tower suggested  that  a word  of  greeting  be  sent  her  expressing  the 
Committee’s  regret  at  her  absence. 

Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  suggested  that  since  the  North  Mississippi 
Conference  was  in  Conference,  that  this  Conference  would  like  to  send 
greetings  to  them. 

Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  regret  that  resignations  had  been  received 
from  Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons  and  Mrs.  Gilman  McConnell,  and  stated  that 
these  two  offices  were  to  be  filled  during  the  ensuing  Conference  ses- 
sion. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  the  following  committee  aptpointments:

Mrs.  Pollard  discussed  the  Conference  program  and  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  officers  adhering  closely  to  time. 

Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  discussed  the  presentation  of  special  Life 
Memberships  on  the  Conference  floor,  stating  that  a letter  making  this 
suggestion  had  arrived  too  late  to  allow  time  on  the  program. 

Mrs.  Pollard  suggested  that  the  District’s  attempt  to  secure  a Life 
Membership  while  at  Conference  and  time  would  be  given  during  the 
closing  morning  session  for  the  presentation  of  special  Life  Memberships. 

Mrs.  Pollard  told  of  receiving  a letter  from  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  ex- 
plaining that  the  Woman’s  Division  had  decided  to  make  Madame  Chiang 
Kai-Shek  an  Honorary  Life  Patron  and  asked  the  Louisiana  Conference 
to  make  a contribution  toward  this.  Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Clarence 
Shaffer  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Sartor,  it  was  voted  to  give  $5.00  toward 
making  Madame  Chiang  an  Honorary  Life  Patron. 

Mrs.  Pollard  spoke  of  the  Haas  scholarship  given  for  the  education 
of  Louisiana  girls  at  Scarritt  College  by  Mrs.  W.  D.  Haas  of  Bunkie,  who 
had  quite  recently  died.  Many  girls  have  been  the  recipient  of  this 
scholarship  Mrs.  Pollard  said  and  it  has  greatly  benefited  Louisiana. 
Wishing  to  remember  Mrs.  Haas  in  some  suitable  manner,  her  friends, 
and  her  daughters’  friends  have  contributed  $85.00  toward  some  mem- 
orial for  her. 

The  Secretary  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton,  Treasurer 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  another  from  Dr.  Cunningham  of  Scarritt, 
suggesting  that  a beautiful  way  of  honoring  Mrs.  Haas  would  be  to 
pllace  her  name  on  the  Book  of  Remembrance  at  Scarritt  College  for 
!))100.00,  the  money  to  be  used  to  increase  the  endowment  fund  for 
teaching  the  Bible  at  Scarritt. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  was  greeted  upon  arrival.  Discussion  ensued  as  to 
the  most  satisfactory  means  of  raising  the  additional  $15.00.  Upon 
motion  of  Mrs.  Gib.son  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  it  was  voted 
that  the  remaining  $15.00  be  divided  among  the  five  Districts,  the  money 
to  be  collected  at  the  District  meetings  in  May, 


Mrs.  Pollard  announced  that  the  Conference  Pledge  had  been 
changed.  No  longer  would  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering,  and  the 
amount  sent  in  by  the  Girls’  and  Young  Women  and  Children  be  counted 
on  the  Conference  Pledge.  However,  she  stated  that  all  City  mission 
money,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  contributions  and  all  special  Member- 
ships would  be  added  to  the  Woman’s  Society  pledge.  With  this  latter 
knowledge  in  mind,  the  Pledge  for  1943  would  be  $32,300.  She  further 
explained  that  $30,107  had  been  paid  on  the  pledge  in  1942,  with  $1,844 
given  for  city  missions.  The  1943  pledge  represented  an  increase  of  about 
$350.00. 

Mrs.  McConnell  reported  that  each  of  the  District  Secretaries  had 
willingly  accepted  the  increase  of  $50.00. 

Mrs.  Pollard  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  Sexton  giving  dates  of  the 
Jurisdictional  meeting  for  1944,  i.e.,  April  11-13,  1944,  with  the  General 
Conference  following  shortly  after  this.  It  is  necessary,  Mrs.  Pollard 
explained  to  send  in  three  nominations  for  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  to  be  elected  by  the  Jurisdiction  for  the  next  quad- 
rennium.  It  was  decided  in  order  that  the  names  could  be  presented  to 
the  Jurisdiction,  that  nominations  should  be  made  at  the  coming  session 
of  the  Conference  for  this  important  office.  Mrs.  Pollard  read  by-laws 
No.  1 and  asked  Mrs.  Ledbetter  to  interpret  its  meaning.  Mrs.  Led- 
better explained  that  those  officers  elected  in  1942  for  a two  year  period 
would  come  up  for  re-election  for  a four  year  period  in  1944  and  if  re- 
elected, would  serve  a total  of  six  years,  while  the  officers  elected  in 
1942  would  serve  four  years,  then  could  be  re-elected  for  another  four 
year  term,  serving  a total  of  eight  years.  After  this,  initial  period,  while 
elections  would  come  every  two  years,  all  groups  would  serve  four  years, 
so  that  all  vacancies  would  not  fall  in  the  same  year. 

Mrs.  Laskey  asked  that  the  Executive  Committee  discuss  whether 
or  not  they  wished  the  Conference  minutes  continued,  as  the  cost  of 
printing  had  advanced  for  1943.  After  general  discussion,  upon  motion 
of  Mrs.  Hightower,  it  was  voted  that  the  Recording  Secretary  have  the 
same  number  of  minutes  printed,  and  that  they  be  distributed  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Mrs.  Pollard  suggested  that  each  Conference  officer  endeavor  to 
keep  her  expenses  at  a minimum. 

Mrs.  Sexton  and  Mrs.  Davidson  were  greeted  upon  arrival. 

It  was  decided  that  the  next  Executive  session  should  be  held  on 
the  second  evening  of  the  Conference,  following  the  evening  meeting. 

The  Conference  officers  were  urged  to  meet  in  the  Auditorium  of 
the  Church  each  morning  of  the  Conference  for  early  devotionals. 

Discussion  was  begun  concerning  those  who  would  attend  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  but  further  discussion  was  post- 
poned until  the  next  Executive  session. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Sexton. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson,  president  of  the  local  society,  escorted  the  Execu-* 
tive  body  to  the  dining  room  of  the  Church  where  a beautifully  ap- 
pointed luncheon,  the  courtesy  of  the  First  Methodist  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  was  served.  A patriotic  note  was  carried  out  in 
arranging  the  tables  in  a “V”,  and  further  emphasised  by  the  lovely 
flowers  decorating  the  tables.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
WEDNESDAY  NIGHT,  MARCH  31,  1943 


The  Executive  Committee  met  in  a private  room  of  the  Frances 
Hotel  on  Wednesday  evening  following  the  service  at  the  Church. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president  and  discussion 
was  resumed  concerning  attendance  at  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  special  courses  would  be  given 
on  Missionary  Education,  Young  Women’s  and  Girl’s  Work  and  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations,  while  a $10.00  subsidy  had  been  provided  for  each 
of  these  Secretaries. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Shaffer,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Conference  car,  provided  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall,  should  be 
used  to  take  the  delegation  to  Mt.  Sequoyah,  provided  some  arrangement 
could  be  made  to  procure  gasoline. 

It  was  voted  unanimously  that  the  President  would  attend  Mt. 
Sequoyah,  along  with  the  three  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education, 
Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  Work  and  Christian  Social  Relations. 

Upon  motion  by  Mrs.  Dameron  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Fairchild,  it 
was  voted  that  the  selection  of  a fifth  person  to  attend  Mt.  Sequoyah  be 
left  to  a Committee  to  decide  later  in  the  year. 

A letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry  saying  there  were  approxi- 
mately 130  copies  of  the  31st  Annual  report  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Council  still  available,  at  25  cents  per  copy.  Mrs.  Davidson  was  asked 
to  order  these  if  anyone  wished  to  secure  one. 

A letter  was  read  from  Rev.  W.  E.  Trice,  of  Baton  Rouge,  saying  that 
the  following  resolution  had  been  passed: 

“That  this  body  go  on  record  as  requesting  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference, Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  to  cooperate 
in  the  support  of  a special  student  worker  to  serve  as  Asso- 
ciate Director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  on  the  campus  of 
L.  S.  U.” 

During  the  ensuing  discussion  it  was  decided  that  due  to  conditions, 
and  since  there  was  no  special  request  for  a worker  for  the  Spring  of 
1943,  Rev.  Trice  would  be  written  that  interest  in  the  project  continues, 
but  action  would  be  postponed  until  a later  date.

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Sexton,  it  was  voted  that  a night  letter  be  sent 
Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  conveying  greetings  from  the  Executive  Committee  and 
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telling  her  of  the  success  of  the  Sacrificial  Supper.  Mrs.  Shaffer  was 
asked  to  write  the  message. 

Mrs.  Davidson  discussed  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  “Louisi- 
ana News,”  stating  that  the  price  will  advance  from  $20.00  to  about 
$30.00.  Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Conger  it  was  voted  that  the  Conference 
News  be  continued  despite  the  advance  in  price. 

In  order  to  make  the  Advocate  page,  edited  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, more  readable,  and  attractive,  it  was  suggested  by  Mrs.  Pome- 
roy that  it  be  broken  by  frequent  captions.  It  was  asked  that  each 
officer  place  her  name  at  the  heading  when  editing  the  page. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  McKeithen,  it  was  voted  that  each  District 
Secretary  be  given  a page  to  edit,  with  them  intersperced  between 
those  written  by  Officers,  with  Mrs.  Davidson  making  a new  schedule 
for  their  appearance. 

Mrs.  Davidson  requested  that  each  officer  continue  with  their  pages 
until  the  new  schedule  is  received. 

Entertainment  of  the  mid-year  Executive  meeting^  was  discussed, 
with  plans  tentatively  made  for  the  meeting  in  Baton  Rouge. 

Due  to  crowded  war-time  conditions,  many  of  the  larger  towns  in 
Louisiana  are  unable  to  entertain  Annual  Conferences.  With  that 
thought  in  mind,  upon  motion  by  Mrs.  Fairchild  it  was  voted  that  the 
selection  of  a suitable  place  for  holding  the  1944  Louisiana  Conference 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  be  left  in  the  hands  of  a 
Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned.

THE  PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 


We  have  gathered  together  for  this,  the  third  annual  meeting  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  to 
ask  the  Lord’s  blessing,  to  appraise  our  work  of  the  past  year  and  with 
faith  and  confidence  make  plans  for  the  future. 

They  tell  us  that  the  outstanding  event  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  held  last  fall  in  New  York  City,  was  the  beautiful  Conse- 
cration Service  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses.  This  service  was  held 
in  the  Church  of  All  Nations  and  was  conducted  by  our  own  bishop — 
Bishop  A.  Frank  Smith. 

On  that  memorable  occasion  he  used  as  his  theme  an  inscription 
found  on  a tomb  in  an  old  Southern  cemetery.  It  was  this:  “Of  the 
Past,  Mindful;  to  the  Present,  Faithful,  for  the  Future,  Hopeful.”  Those 
of  us  who  were  arranging  the  program  for  this  conference  felt  that  no 
more  appropriate  words  could  be  found  for  the  theme  for  the  1943  ses- 
sion than  these.  I repeat  them:  Of  the  Past  Mindful,  to  the  Present 
Faithful,  for  the  Future  Hopeful.  This  indeed  should  be  the  viewpoint 
of  every  Christian  today  and  particularly  of  every  missionary  woman. 
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Women  of  Louisiana  have  always  been  mindful  of  the  past.  Can- 
not we  say  with  Paul  of  old  “What  have  we,  that  we  have  not  received.” 
For  we  know  that  we  are  the  beneficiaries  of  a great  missionary  steward- 
ship. 

We  recall  with  just  pride  the  history  of  Woman’s  Work  and  the 
pioneer  women.  It  has  been  said  of  them  “they  were  gentle  ladies  of 
the  old  school,  great  hearted,  toiling,  patient  women,  keen  intellectual 
women — women  who  dared  to  do  the  seemingly  impossible.  One  of  the 
bishops  paid  them  this  tribute,  ‘they  thought  broadly,  they  felt  deeply 
and  they  acted  wisely.’  What  more  could  he  have  said?  And  we  know 
they  laid  well  the  foundation  of  Woman’s  Work.” 


As  we  are  mindful  of  the  past,  the  names  of  many  builders  flash 
across  our  minds:  Mrs.  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  wife  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  Miss  Belle  Harris  Bennett,  Miss  Lucinda  Hehn,  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Hartzell  and  particularly  those  who  immediately  headed  the  work 
of  the  former  organizations  before  the  confirmation  of  union — Mrs. 
Thomas  Nicholson  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  C.  Goode  of  the  former  Church 
North,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Shell,  leader  of  Methodist  Protestant  women  and  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Perry,  president  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Council  of  the  South- 
ern Church.  These  names  and  many  others  help  us  to  realize  and  ap- 
preciate the  rich  heritage  that  is  ours  today,  and  we  can  say  that  we  are 
“to  the  Past  Mindful.” 

While  it  is  both  helpful  and  stimulating  to  let  our  minds  turn  to  the 
years  that  are  past,  we  dare  not  allow  them  to  dwell  there  for  long,  for 
there  is  such  an  urgency  for  the  present,  that  it  demands  our  life,  our  all. 

At  this  Conference,  the  emphasis  must  be  on  serving  the  present 
age.  And  what  an  age!  We  are  meeting  for  our  Conference  session  at 
a time  when  our  world  is  in  the  throes  of  the  greatest  war  that  mankind 
has  ever  witnessed.  Confusion  and  bewilderment  are  everywhere. 
Words  are  inadequate  to  express  even  in  a measure  the  suffering  through 
which  human  beings  of  every  land  are  passing. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  spiritual  leaders  from  all  over  the  world  are 
reminding  us  that  today  is  the  day  of  opportunity  for  Christianity. 

One  of  our  bishops  residing  in  our  National  Capitol,  Washington, 
D.C.,  has  just  remarked  in  the  last  few  days  “our  Government  is  giving 
greater  recognition  to  religion  than  ever  before.” 

Associated  Press  articles  day  after  day  are  telling  us  that  there  is 
a real  upsurge  of  religious  interest  in  our  Armed  Forces,  that  our  boys 
are  turning  to  God  and  their  Bibles  as  never  before.  Bishop  Raymond 
Wade  has  recently  said  “When  American  troops,  on  a recent  Saturday 
landed  on  the  shores  of  North  Africa,  a new  day  of  opportunity  was 
opened  to  the  Methodist  Church  in  that  part  of  the  world.” 

Dr.  Young,  a great  Christian  leader  of  China  is  saying  over  and  over 
“this  is  the  moment  of  a thousand  years  in  China.” 

So  let  us  think  of  this  year  as  one  of  real  challenge.  During  the 
next  twelve  months  you  and  I are  challenged  with  the  tremendous  re- 
sponsibility of  working  with  Christ,  without  reserv'ation  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  world.  And  to  this  we  must  devote  ever-increasing  thought, 
prayer  and  effort.  Someone  has  well  said  “It  is  a great  day  for  Chris- 
tians to  live,  if  they  act.”

I think  I can  truthfully  say  there  is  no  other  Woman’s  Organization 
in  our  land,  that  has  as  many  avenues  of  Christian  service  open  to 
women  as  does  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Let  us  catch 
this  vision  of  service  as  we  spend  these  days  together  here  in  Monroe 
and  let  us  carry  it  back  to  the  women  of  our  own  churches,  until  every 
Methodist  woman  in  Louisiana  is  spiritually  awakened  and  stirred  to 
action. 

We  take  pride,  and  I believe  justifiable  pride,  in  our  record  for  last 
year.  The  closing  days  of  1942  and  the  first  ones  of  1943  were  anxious 
ones  for  your  Conference  president.  It  seemed  that  so  many  unexpect- 
ed demands  were  placed  upon  us  last  year  and  I was  anxiously  awaiting 
the  report  from  the  Woman’s  Division  to  see  if  our  Conference  had  met 
its  obligations. 

So  when  the  record  for  1942  was  received,  it  was  with  great  rejoicing 
that  I read  that  our  Conference  had  not  only  overpaid  its  pledge  but 
also  had  gone  beyond  its  quota  for  Emergency  Gifts.  For  this  record 
we  thank  God  and  take  courage  for  the  year  that  is  just  ahead. 

It  was  a holy  moment  and  a sacred  one,  when  the  Louisiana  dele- 
gates to  the  Jurisdiction  Society  Meeting  held  recently  in  the  city  of 
Dallas,  gathered  around  a table  in  a small  room  at  the  close  of  an 
afternoon  session  to  quietly  and  prayerfully  consider  the  amount  of  our 
pledge  for  1943.  The  decision  could  wait  no  longer  for  that  very  night 
the  Pledge  Service  was  to  take  place  and  each  one  of  the  nineteen  Con- 
ference presidents  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  must  answer  Roll 
Call  and  state  the  amount  of  her  Conference  Pledge  for  1943.  All 
heads  were  bowed,  in  the  little  room  as  each  one  earnestly  sought  God’s 
will.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  period  of  meditation  and  prayer,  each 
one  voted,  not  only  not  to  retrench,  but  to  advance  and  all  felt  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  was  leading.  The  figure  agreed  upon  by  the  group  was 
^ 32,300  and  this  amoimt  was  pledged  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  that 
night  for  1943. 

Yes,  it  is  an  increase,  but  if  we  are  to  serve  the  present  age,  and  » 
meet  the  challenge  of  this  hour,  there  must  be  increase^giving,  even  to 
the  point  of  sacrifice. 

One  of  the  achievements  of  the  year  was  in  the  department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations. 

At  our  Conference  meeting  held  in  Ruston  last  year,  you  will  recall, 
we  received  much  information  concerning  Child  Labor  Laws  then 
pending  before  our  State  Legislature.  We  were  urged  to  go  home  and 
work  for  their  passage.  Many  of  us  did,  and  as  Methodist  women  we 
presistently  pestered  our  legislators  with  telegrams  and  letters  until 
today  we  are  gratified  by  the  fact  that  adequate  child  labor  laws,  pro- 
tecting the  youth  of  our  state,  were  passed.  This  shows  what  united 
effort  can  do  toward  social  betterment. 


The  high  quality  of  work  done  in  missionary  education  in  this  con- 
ference deserves  special  mention.  I do  not  know  of  a Conference  any- 
where that  has  a better  study  program  than  we.  I do  not  believe  there 
is  one  Society  in  the  State,  not  even  in  the  smallest,  that  does  not  at- 
tempt some  type  of  study  sometime  during  the  year  and  most  of  the 
larger  societies  are  now  conducting  a year  round  program  of  study. 
This  is  indeed  as  it  should  be  for  the  Church  of  God  cannot  extend  its 
borders  to  any  great  degree  without  an  informed  constituency. 
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Work  with  children,  youth  and  students  marches  on  in  our  Con- 
ference. While  the  growth  has  not  been  as  rapid  as  we  had  hoped  it 
might  be,  we  do  feel  that  we  are  now  beginning  to  make  studies  in  this 
avenue  of  service.  Let  us  dedicate  ourselves  anew  to  the  task  of  the 
missionary  education  of  the  youth  of  our  Conference. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  during  the  year  to  visit  the  work  of  all 
four  deaconesses  employed  by  our  Conference  Society  and  received 
first  hand  information  concerning  this  work. 

Christian  work  with  students  at  State  Colleges  has  changed  con- 
siderably thesfe  past  months.  Our  student  centers  are  now  filled  with 
boys  in  uniform.  With  this  change  comes  new  and  added  responsibili- 
ties for  our  student  counsellors  as  they  try  to  interpret  the  Christian 
way  of  life  to  students  and  bring  them  into  a closer  relationship  with 
the  College  Church.  Surely  the  names  of  Mamiej  Chandler,  Florence 
Jones  and  Betty  Glasson  should  be  on  the  prayer  list  of  every  woman 
sitting  in  hearing  of  my  voice. 

The  challenge  of  the  countryside  always  has  had  great  appeal  for 
missionary  women.  The  enrichment  of  the  lives  of  rural  people  is  a 
matter  of  vital  importance  and  I am  happy  to  report  that  Deaconess 
Shiela  Nuttall  has  made  a good  start  in  her  work  on  the  Kinder  Charge 
of  the  Lake  Charles  District  and  the  members  of  the  four  Churches  in 
this  circuit  are  deeply  appreciative  of  this  trained  leadership  provided 
by  this  Conference  Society. 

As  we  summarize  the  work  of  the  Conference  I am  reminded  of  the 
words  of  Nehemiah  of  old.  He  said,  “so  we  built  the  wall;  and  all  the 
wall  was  joined  together — for  the  people  had  a mind  to  work.”  Louisi- 
ana Methodist  women  have  had  a mind  to  work  and  I believe  we  can  say 
in  all  sincerity,  “To  the  Present,  faithful.” 

In  closing  I am  mindful  of  the  last  phrase  of  our  theme  “for  the 
Future  hopeful.”  Cannot  we  sing  the  hymn  with  renewed  vigor  this 
year  “Oh  God  our  help  in  ages  past,  our  hope  for  years  to  come.” 

Let  us  remember,  there  have  been  other  serious  times  in  the  world’s 
history — times  when  civilization  seemed  to  be  falling  apart  and  doomed 
to  extinction.  Let  us  remember,  there  have  been  other  wars  through 
which  the  Church  of  the  Living  God  has  not  only  survived  but  even 
triumphed.  And  let  me  remind  you,  there  have  been  other  wars 
through  which  Woman’s  Work  has  carried  on  courageously  and  victor- 
iously. So  let  each  of  us,  this  day,  say; 

“Be  still  my  soul — thy  God  doth  undertake 
To  guide  the  future  as  He  has  the  past 
Thy  hope,  thy  confidence  let  nothing  shake. 

All  now  mysterious  will  be  bright  at  last. 

Be  still  my  soul,  the  waves  and  winds  still  know 
His  voice  who  ruled  them  while  He  dwelt  below.” 


And  so  my  friends  and  comrades  in  service,  we  know  that  today  the 
eyes  of  faith  are  looking  beyond  this  present  chaos  and  suffering,  to  a 
time  when  there  will  be  a new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  righetousness. 

So  let  us  make  this  simple  inscription  found  on  the  tombstone  in 
the  old  cemetery  ours  today  “Of  the  Past  mindful,  to  the  Present  faith- 
ful, for  the  Future  hopeful.” 
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REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT 


For  the  past  two  years  Methodist  Women  have  been  setting  up  the 
machinery  with  which  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  could 
effectively  carry  out  its  mission  of  service  to  mankind.  Fruits  of  these 
efforts  are  beginning  to  be  in  evidence  all  about  us.  Reports  in  every 
department  of  the  work  are  showing  that  confusion  and  uncertainty  are 
giving  way  to  confidence  and  a working  kno^viedge.  This  coupled  with 
the  consecration  and  untiring  efforts  of  Methodist  women  throughout 
the  .state  bids  fair  to  bring  forth  in  1943  a most  abundant  harvest  of 
“Fruits  to  His  Gloiy.” 

Methods  have  been  tried  in  our  Conference  to  advance  the  activities 
entrusted  to  Local  Vice-Presidents.  Some  have  proven  successful  while 
others  have  not.  Out  of  this  conference  meeting  we  will  perfect  some 
plans  built  on  the  results  of  1942  experiences. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Local  Vice-Presidents  for  the  past  year 
fall  under  four  heads,  namely: 

1.  Actively  assisting  the  President  in  promoting  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  work. 

2.  Acting  as  chairman  of  the  program  committee. 

3.  Being  responsible  for  the  promoting  of  the  World  Fedesgtion 
of  Methodist  women. 

4.  Being  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  Special  Memberships. 

ITiough  no  true  picture  of  how  these  dut3,es  were  carried  out  can  be 
drawn,  yet  there  is  evidence  that  Vice-Presidents  felt  their  responsibili- 
ty and  made  of  their  offices  “avenues  of  service.” 

The  almost  universal  use  of  the  program  material  by  the  local  so- 
cieties is  in  itself  proo.f  of  one  of  the-  Vice  President’s  activities.  Many 
have  been  the  splendid  comments  on  the  December  program  on  "World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  this  particxilar  program  being  a definite 
responsibility  of  the  Vice  President. 

Special  memberships  have  been  promoted  as  a means  of  bringing 
about  more  interest  in  Missionary  giving  and  as  a result  the  number 
of  memberships  given  this  past  year  was  a decided  gain  over  the  pre- 
ceding one.  This  was  true  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  emergency 
gift  called  for  dollars  that  in  other  years  would  probably  have  been  put 
into  memberships.  The  new  leaflet  “Special  Memberships”  (free — Litera- 
ture Headquarters)  has  proven  a help  and  inspiration. 

The  advancing  of  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women  which  was  a new  duty  for  Vice  Presidents  and  a new  program 
to  us  all  has  caught  the  imagination  and  interest  of  our  people.  The 
enthusiasm  witli  which  the  prayer  card  was  received  and  used  has  ex- 
ceeded the  expectations  of  those  responsible  for  its  being  promoted. 
The  prayer  put  to  music  is  being  used  by  many  societies  as  an  opening 
or  closing  hymn.  Possibly  the  biggest  help  in  advancing  this  program 
this  past  year  was  the  leaflet  on  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women 
(10c — Literature  Headquarters).  The  suggestion  coming  down  from 
the  standing  committee  of  the  Division  on  World  Federation,  relative  to 
the  making  of  posters  by  the  local  societies,  did  not  prove  to  meet  with 
enthusiasm  in  our  conference,  therefore,  though  we  still  will  be  glad  to 
have  any  posters  made  by  any  society  we  shall  not  set  that  as  one  of 
our  goals  for  the  coming  year.  The  scrapbook  which  has  been  made  by 
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the  Conference  Vice  President  has  been  displayed  on  every  available 
occasion  and  possibly  has  been  the  inspiration  for  several  others  being 
started  over  the  state. 

Through  letters  sent  to  Local  Vice  Presidents  and  articles  written 
for  publication  in  the  Conference  News  and  issues  of  the  New  Orleans 
Christian  Advocate  I have  attempted  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  societies, 
relaying  to  them  such  information  and  instructions  as  have  been  given 
me  by  both  Division  and  Jurisdictional  Vice  Presidents. 

May  we  each  realize  the  responsibility  of  our  part  in  bringing  about 
that  coveted  World  Christian  Community.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 


“We  are  ambassadors,  theefore,  on  behalf  of  Christ” — II  Cor.  5:20. 

It  was  told  of  E.  Stanley  Jones  that  in  India  a railroad  train  attend- 
ant objected  to  his  entering  a certain  compartment,  saying,  “There  is 
a diplomat  within.”  But  when  the  missionary  with  a smile  replied,  “Oh, 
but  I am  the  ambassador  of  a King,”  the  attendant  stepped  aside. 

Members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  are  ambas- 
sadors on  behalf  of  Christ. 

We  can  see  “God’s  fingerprints”  in  much  of  the  work  accomplished 
in  1942,  and  we  know  that  “Direct  hits”  have  been  made  in  many  phases. 

In  the  language  of  China  the  word  Crisis  means  “Dangerous  Oppor- 
tunity.” Dangerous  opportunities  of  service  are  innumerable  in  this 
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crisis  and  will  be  even  more  apparent  after  hostilities  cease.  Probably 
our  greatest  opportunity  this  year  will  be  to  see  that  the  full  program 
of  the  W.S.C.S  is  carried  out  in  every  detail.  See  that  individuals  are 
prepared  to  serve  in  the  war  ravaged  regions  of  the  world.  That  will 
take  money.  The  light  of  the  world  has  not  failed,  and  it  will  not  fail 
if  w6  cooperate  with  God,  if  we  give  liberally  of  prayer,  service  and 
money,  it  will  take  all  three.  Many  people  have  more  money  today 
than  in  years.  It  is  our  opportunity  to  help  channel  it  in  the  right  di- 
rection. 

Our  pledge  for  1942  was  $34,000.00.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that 
we,  including  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  paid  $39,905.71.  The  W.S.G. 
paid  $2,162.29. 

Our  Emergency  fund  went  well  over  the  top  and  we  are  asked  this 
year  to  increase  our  pledges  liberally  so  as  to  include  as  much  as  was 
given  to  the  Emergency  fund. 

Dr.  Yang,  President  of  Soochow  University,  paid  a most  beautiful 
tribute  to  Missionaries  when  he  said,  “Missionaries  have  given  a life 
edition  of  the  Bible.  They  are  brilliant  jewels  in  the  Church  of  faith.” 

With  our  pledge  to  Missions,  among  other  things,  we  wish  to  sup- 
port those  who  are  still  on  the  field  and  be  ready  the  moment  hostilities 
cease  to  send  missionaries  where  they  are  most  needed  and  to  help  in 
the  post-war  rehabilitation.  With  so  many  calls  for  money  these  days 
we  must  see  to  it,  first  of  all,  that  our  pledge  to  the  Church  and  the 
W.S.C.S.  is  paid. 

Someone  said  long  years  ago,  “It  we  do  not  send  one  thousand  mis- 
sionaries to  Japan,  some  day  we  will  have  to  send  one  million  bayonets.” 
That  prophecy  is  now  coming  true. 

It  was  my  happy  privilege  to  attend  the  first  Assembly  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  last  May.  Dr.  Frank  Laubach  said  to  those  thousands  of  women 
at  the  Assembly,  “We  are  at  the  cross  roads  of  all  history,  and  you  wo- 
men can  make  it  just  what  you  want  it  to  be.”  I also  attended  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  in  July,  besides  many  meetings 
throughout  the  Conference. 

We  have  252  Societies  with  9837  members  including  the  W.S.G.,  43 
W.S.G.  units  with  673  members. 

“Gremlins”  have  made  their  appearance  in  our  Conference,  those 
little  phantom  fellows  who  always  appear  during  times  of  war  causing 
all  kinds  of  trouble.  Prehaps  “Gremlins”  are  the  cause  of  some  losses 
in  our  work  this  year.  I believe  now  is  the  time  to  be  frank  and  talk 
about  our  losses  as  well  as  our  gains.  Shall  we  take  the  bad  news 
first?  We  have  had  losses  in  the  number  of  societies  and  memberships, 
the  number  of  societies  attaining  the  Efficiency  Aims  and  observing  the 
Week  of  Prayer,  slight  decreases  in  Mission  study  enrollment.  Special 
Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes,  and  supplies.  We  paid  $505.51  less  on 
Houma  Scholarships  and  there  was  a substantial  decrease  in  pledges 
paid  for  foreign  projects.  You  will  find  in  the  minutes  a detailed  ac- 
count of  Home  and  Foreign  Work. 

Perhaps  “Gremlins”  are  responsible  for  some  societies  disbanding 
to  do  Red  Cross  work.  We  know  many  society  members  are  doing  Red 
Cross  work,  which  is  fine,  and  we  want  them  to  continue  but  we  must 
be  careful  not  to  allow  it  to  become  a substitute  for  the  W.S.C.S. 
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“Absenteeism”  will  ruin  our  societies.  Prayer  alone  cannot  take 
Christ  to  a needy  world.  Seth  Parker  says,  “It  aint  a very  good  idea 
to  leave  your  religion  in  the  rack  with  your  hymn  book  on  Sunday; 
it  is  a heap  safer  to  take  it  home  with  you.”  I plead  with  you  to  at- 
tend all  Society  meetings  if  possible,  and  NOT  to  disband  societies. 
The  situation  is  too  grave,  civilization  is  paging  the  Christian  Church, 
challenging  you  and  me,  saying,  “Are  ye  able.”  Without  our  cooper- 
ation God  cannot  make  this  a better  world  in  which  to  live.  Now  for 
the  good  news.  We  have  made  gains  in  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  W.  S.  G. 
units  and  membership,  Mission  and  Christian  Social  Relations  study 
classes,  Bible  and  C.  S.  R.  study  enrollment.  Life  memberships,  Girls’ 
work,  Student  work,  and  Children’s  work. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  have  as  many  District  and  Zone  meetings 
as  usual,  but  too  much  cannot  be  said  for  the  faithful,  splendid  work 
of  the  District  Secretaries  and  Zone  leaders.  Their  task  will  be  more 
difficult  this  year,  therefore,  each  individual  member  must  see  to  it 
that  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  discover  and  develop  every  opportunity  thrown 
up  by  the  blast  of  war  to  place  Christ  at  the  center  of  human  affairs. 

Our  opportunity  for  service  is  not  particularly  glamerous,  no  uni- 
forms, no  rank,  no  decorations,  no  citations.  Nevertheless,  it  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  nations  of  the  world  when  we  give  prayer,  service 
and  money  so  that  our  Christ  may  be  taken  to  the  uttmost  parts  of 
the  earth.

We  are  happy  to  receive  Olia  society  from  Alexandria  District  and 
to  announce  the  organization  of  Alford’s  Chapel  Society  on  the  Wisner 
charge. 

Statistical  and  financial  records  are  found  elsewhere  in  this  Minutes.

CKGANIZATION  AND  PROMOTION 


We  wish  to  submit  the  following  recommendations; 

That  we  re-emphasize  recommendations  1 and  5 this  Department 
as  set  forth  in  the  1942  minutes  of  our  Conference  as  a continuing  pro- 
gram for  1943,  namely: 

1.  That  the  report  of  all  officers  of  local  societies  he  made  out  at 
the  last  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  the  quarter,  and  that 
the  report  of  Corresponding  Secretaries  be  sent  to  the  District 
Secretary',  the  other  reports  to  go  to  the  Corresponding  Confer- 
ence officer  by  the  first  day  of  the  month.  District  Secretaries 
are  to  report  to  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  by  the 
tenth.  Conference  officers  will  report  to  the  corresponding 
Jurisdictional  and  Divisional  officers  by  the  fifteenth. 

2.  That  in  the  promotion  of  finances  special  attention  he  directed 
to  securing  Life  Memberships, 

3.  That  a District  meeting  with  a unified  program  be  held  in  each 
District  following  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service. 

4.  Recognizing  anew  the  value  of  group  meetings  during  these  days 
of  stress,  when  information,  inspiration  and  Christian  fellowship 
is  needed  more  than  ever  before,  it  is  recommended  that  we 
resume  Zone  meetings,  the  same  to  be  held  once  a quarter  if 
possible.

5.  That  a keeper  of  the  Seven  Keys  to  Progress  be  appointed  in 
each  local  society. 

6.  That  time  be  given  the  Keeper  of  the  Keys  at  each  monthly 
meeting  to  report  on  the  progress  that  the  Society  is  making  in 
attaining  the  Seven  Keys, 

7.  That  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  make 
a special  study  of  the  Revised  Guide  and  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  Conference  minutes  at  some  designated  meeting.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

I wish  to  express  loving  greetings  to  all  the  women  attending  Con- 
ference, for  you  are  workers  helping  to  establish  the  KINGDOM  of  GOD 
on  earth.  We  hope  you  find  challenge  and  satisfaction  in  your  work. 
We  know  that  you  are  giving  your  best  efforts  to  this  important  work 
of  the  CHURCH.  Our  responsibilities  and  obligations  to  the  Institutions 
founded  by  the  Women  of  our  Church  cannot  be  lessened  or  obliterated 
by  war  or  rationing.  The  children  ^nd  Institutions  have  always  carried  on 
with  bare  necessities.  We  must  provide  material  help  and  loving  en- 
couragement as  we  never  have  before.  They  ask  for  our  prayers  and 
our  volunteer  service.  Their  budgets  are  not  large  enough  to  serve  the 
many  children  to  whom  they  give  guidance  and  assistance,  and  if  it  were 
not  for  the  supply  work,  some  of  the  efficiency  of  our  Louisiana  Institu- 
tions would  have  to  be  cut.  SUPPLIES  ARE  NECESSARY  IN  ORDER 
TO  KEEP  OUR  INSTITUTIONS  RUNNING  AND  ARE  ESPECIALLY 
A FREEWILL  OFFERING— OVER  AND  ABOVE  OUR  PLEDGE  TO 
MISSIONS,  but  these  love  gifts  are  so  greatly  needed. 

Stanley  Jones  says  in  his  new  book.  Abundant  Living,  that  Jesus 
came  to  show  us  the  normal  way  of  life — and  His  way  of  helping  others. 
Let’s  be  normal— let  us  spend  our  lives  helping  others. 

I am  asking  that  each  Supply  Secretary  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
present  the  history  and  purpose  of  our  Institutions  at  least  once  each 
quarter.  Visit  our  Institutions  whenever  possible  and  give  volunteer 
service  in  them.  Supply  work  may  be  a means  of  a greater  educational 
program,  inspiring  greater  interest  and  knowledge  of  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Some  few  local  societies  are  still  sending  Supplies  to  Institutions  in 
another  Conference,  which  makes  duplication,  while  Louisiana  Institu- 
tions do  without  things  which  they  need.  Let  us  put  our  Missionary 
Supply  dollars  where  they  are  most  needed.  Other  few  societies  report 
Church  or  Red  Cross  work  expecting  it  to  be  counted  as  Supplies,  which 
would  make  duplication  in  reporting. 

The  special  aim  of  the  Supply  Department  this  year,  is  to  have  each 
Local  Society  take  an  interest,  and  have  a part  in  Supply  Work.  You 
have  had  the  7 keys  of  progress  presented  to  you.  SUPPLY  WORK  is 
the  7th  Key.  This  means  that  each  SOCIETY  that  meets  the  Efficiency 
Aim  does  Supply  Work. 

Let  us  do  all  in  our  power  to  keep  the  channel  open  and  needed 
supplies  going  to  our  Istitutions,  that  the  work  of  our  Louisiana  Institu- 
tions may  be  more  effective,  in  order  to  help  our  deaconesses  and  work- 
ers more  as  they  endeavor  to  make  Christ  known  to  all  lives  whom  they 
touch,  and  to  take  His  teachings  and  spirit  into  all  areas  of  life  in  their 
communities. 

May  each  of  you  have  joy  in  your  service  in  Supply  work  this  year 
of  1943.  It  was  suggested  by  the  Jurisdictional  Supply  Secretary,  that 
local  Societies  get  these  world  banks  and  pass  them  at  meetings  for  an 
offering  for  Foreign  medical  supplies  which  would  be  sent  to  the  Con^ 
ference  Treasurer  quarterly.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF 
MISSIOANRY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

In  recent  months  the  people  of  America  have  begun  to  learn  the 
meaning  of  the  word  “priority.”  Likewise  the  Christians  of  America 
must  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  responsibility  that  has  come  with 
their  priority  to  send  and  live  the  Christian  message.  In  times  like 
these,  Missionary  Education  is  more  important  than  ever  before.  It  is 
an  essential,  if  men  and  women  are  to  keep  their  hearts  and  minds  close 
to  the  needs  of  the  world  and  their  spirits  “tuned  in”  on  the  source  of 
Power  and  Strength. 

Because  some  have  not  understood  the  inclusiveness  of  the  term 
“Missionary  Education,”  they  have  thought  this  department  of  work 
was  concerned  only  with  studies  in  Missions.  However,  our  Conference 
is  beginning  to  learn  that  the  program  of  Missionary  Education  is  a 
“cover-all”  program  of  study,  including  studies  in  Bible,  Christian  So- 
cial Relations,  and  Missions. 

Early  in  1942,  the  Conference  Study  Committee  prepared  and  sent 
to  each  society  suggested  plans  and  approved  study  topics  for  the  year. 
These  suggestions  have  been  helpful  in  assuring  the  use  of  approved 
study  topics  and  in  encouraging  the  planning  in  advance  the  study  pro- 
gram for  the  local  society. 

In  spite  of  obstacles  of  travel  and  gasoline  and  tire  rationing,  three 
District-wide  Educational  Seminars  were  held  in  the  Ruston,  Shreveport, 
and  New  Orleans  Districts.  Forty  societies  were  represented  and  178 
persons  attended  these  meetings. 

A new  question  on  the  1942  report  blanks  asked  for  the  number  of 
W.  S.  C.  S.  members  who  had  attended  training  schools,  educational 
seminars.  Pastors’  and  Summer  Schools.  While  I am  sure  the  number 
reported  does  not  represent  the  total,  it  was  gratifying  to  know  that  365 
women  were  as  availing  themselves  of  other  training  agencies  outside 
of  our  regular  approved  studies. 

A class  of  24  enrolled  and  received  credit  in  the  Pastors’  School, 
studying  the  topic  “Latin  American  Missions.” 

The  four  study  topics  which  were  recommended  and  widely  used  in 
1942  were: 

Christianity  and  Democracy. 

Our  Times.  What  Has  the  Bible  to  Say? 

The  Christian  Family. 

Latin  American  Missions. 

The  Latin  American  theme  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  we  have 
had  in  some  time,  and  was  especially  helpful  because  of  present  national 
interest  in  our  neighbors  to  the  South.  Increased  interest  in  the  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  topics  was  evidenced  by  the  927  members  enrolled 
in  the  39  classes  on  “The  Christian  Family.” 

During  1942,  our  Conference  had  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
societies  reporting,  the  number  of  study  classes  and  members  enrolled. 


and  the  number  of  Joint  Studies.  However,  in  Reading  Circles,  Mis- 
sionary Libraries,  and  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes  we  have 
lagged  behind.  Only  48  of  the  403  classes  held  were  Special  Jurisdiction 
Recognition  classes. 


My  statistical  report  is  divided  according  to  areas  of  study,  and  I 
have  given,  by  districts,  the  number  of  classes  receiving  Special  Juris- 
diction Recognition:

3.  That  a study  committee,  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service,  as  Chairman,  the  Secretary  of  Christian  So- 
cial Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  the  Chairman  of 
Spiritual  Life,  be  set  up  in  each  society  to  plan,  in  advance,  the  edu- 
cational and  study  program  for  the  entire  year  and  to  relate  it  to 
the  total  program  of  the  local  Woman’s  Society. 

4.  That  each  local  Society  cooperate  with  the  Pastor  in  what  ever 
method  of  presentation  he  may  choose  for  the  joint  study  in  a School 
of  Mission  in  the  local  Church. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  in  the  local 
society,  as  a member  of  the  Program  Committee,  assist  in  the  en- 
richment of  program  material  through  the  use  of  the  World  Outlook 
and  the  Methodist  Woman  and  other  Cultivation  materials  that  may 
appear. 

6.  That  every  society  having  one  or  more  approved  study  classes  during 
the  year  make  an  effort  to  have  at  least  one  of  these  classes  con- 
ducted according  to  the  special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Requirements

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

Through  the  literature  of  our  Women’s  Division  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice, the  members  of  our  societies  are  helped  to  visualize  the  task  that  is 
ours  in  carrying  on  our  vast  Missionary  program,  and  presented  with 
plans  and  methods  for  effectively  promoting  this  work  to  which  we  are 
dedicated.  It  has  been  the  desire  of  your  Secretary  to  secure  a wider 
use  of  this  literature  during  the  past  year.  From  the  quarterly  reports, 
it  is  evident  that  a certain  degree  of  success  has  been  achieved  along 
this  line.  The  program  material  has  been  used  in  practically  every  so- 
ciety, with  the  ‘World  Outlook”  and  “The  Methodist  Woman”  used  as 
supplementary  material.  The  study  of  the  many  helps  provided  for  the 
officers  are  helping  to  make  more  efficient  leaders. 

“The  Conference  News”  has  continued  to  be  published  quarterly 
with  your  Secretary  as  Editor  and  Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley  as  Associate  Editor. 
Through  this  bulletin  the  societies  are  kept  informed  concerning  news 
and  activities  of  the  Conference  and  receive  plans  and  messages  from 
the  Conference  officers.  One  copy  of  each  issue  was  sent  to  both  W.  S. 
C.  S.  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  presidents. 

During  the  first  part  of  1942  the  Woman’s  page  of  the  New  Orleans 
Christian  Advocate  was  edited  by  your  secretary  with  Mrs.  D.  C.  Met- 
calf as  Associate  Editor.  Since  the  Executive  meeting  in  the  Fall,  this 
page  has  been  effectively  edited  by  the  Conference  officers. 

“The  Methodist  Woman”  and  the  “World  Outlook”  have  been  pro- 
moted through  ‘The  Conference  News,”  The  “Advocate,”  letters  and  at 
meetings.  Neither  of  the  goals  was  reached  by  a society  during  1942, 
but  evidently  the  groundwork  was  being  laid  for  this  first  quarter  shows 
that  eleven  societies  have  “Every  Officer  a Subscriber.” 

Literature  was  displayed  and  sold  at  the  Annual  Conference  in 
Ruston,  under  the  most  efficient  supervision  of  Mrs.  Homer  Matthews, 
with  a sale  of  materials  totaling  $149.73. 
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During  the  year  some  2,003  pieces  of  literature  were  mailed  to  the 
societies  and  officers.  ^

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

This  year  of  1942  has  been  a year  of  new  and  greater  responsibilities 
due  to  the  war.  Adjustments  to  new  plans  have  been  evident  on  every 
hand,  along  with  an  eager  searching  for  the  best  methods  of  carrying  on 
the  program  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
because  this  Department  has  seven  areas  that  are  of  vital  importance 
to  the  problems  that  confront  us  today.  Never  has  there  been  a greater 
need  for  study  and  action  in;  Christian  Citizenship,  International  Re- 
lations, Inter-racial  Understanding,  Alchol  and  Other  Narcotics,  and 
The  Christian  Home.  One  can  readily  recognize  that  a study  of  any  or 
all  of  these  areas  are  basic  for  building  Christian  attitude  toward  local, 
State,  National  and  International  life.  In  this  connection  Mrs.  W.  B. 
Landrum  has  expressed  so  aptly  the  problem  before  us  that  a quotation 
from  an  article  written  by  her  is  given  here; 


“The  task  is  great — we  do  not  have  to  complete  all  of  it,  neither  are 
we  free  to  neglect  any  of  it.  We  believe  that  a new  world  is  possible 
of  attainment — through  spiritual  vision,  ethical  insight,  moral  will  and 
intelligent  skill,  by  the  Christian  forces  of  the  world.  There  is  no  short 
and  easy  road  by  which  the  Church  may  achieve  its  mission  in  the  world, 
but  if  the  task  were  easier  it  would  be  less  worth  doing.  Those  who 
pursue  it  with  their  hearts  ever  on  the  Kingdom  will  find  increasing 
spiritual  rewards,  and  the  future  is  for  them.^’ — Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum. 

The  quarterly  reports  received  from  the  local  Secretaries  indicate 
a wide  range  of  interests.  Many  societies  have  laid  major  emphasis  on 
phases  of  local  Church  activities,  but  for  the  most  part  the  local  societies 
have  carried  on  a well  balanced  program.  The  quarterly  reports  are 
the  only  means  we  have  of  knowing  the  work  that  the  local  societies 
are  doing.  Many  of  you  have  not  reported. 

A summary  of  the  local  reports  in  this  area  of  work  in  the  Woman’s 
Society  will  show  the  variety  of  things  that  have  been  done  this  year. 

1.  Some  of  the  Areas  of  Service  and  Study; 

Inter-racial  Cooperation,  Special  Legislation,  Study  Handbook,  The 
Christian  Family, 

Bible  Study — ^“Our  Times,”  Use  of  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook,  The  Christian  Family,  Alchol  and  Other  Narcotics,  Chris- 
tian Citizenship,  Study  of  Juvenile  Delinquency,  National  Defense, 

2.  Projects  carried  out  in  Local  Church  and  Community  Work: 

Cooperating  actively  in  Red  Cross  work;  upkeep  of  parsonage;  Army 
Camp  work;  distribution  of  the  Upper  Room  in  army  camps;  organiz- 
ing home  nursing  classes,  health  clinics;  improvement  of  church  prop- 
erty; layettes  furnished  charity  hospitals.  Established  playground 
on  church  lawns;  city  hospital  work;  work  with  Juvenile  courts; 
supplies  sent  to  homes  and  hospitals;  contributed  to  Home  for  aged. 

3.  Some  Local  Society  projects  in  Study  and  Social  Action: 

Inter-racial  project  resulted  in  improved  condition  for  negro  schools. 
Studied  local  liquor  control  laws  and  worked  for  enforcement.. 


Held  Christian  Family  classes. 

Sent  representatives  to  Negro  Leadership  School  at  Grambling,  La. 
Organized  an  Inter-church  committee  on  Alchol  and  Other  Narcotics. 

This  committee  had  three  sub-committees: 

1. — Education,  2. — Advertising,  3. — Study  of  existing  laws. 
Established  church  nursery.  Sponsored  Negro  recreational  center. 

The  task  is  great,  but  with  hope  and  trust  may  we  move  forward 
to  do  greater  work  in  the  year  1943.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  re-emphasize  the  recommendations  of  the  Department 
as  set  forth  in  the  1942  Minutes  as  a continuing  program  for  1943. 

2.  That  study  and  suitable  action  be  made  on  the  recommedations 
of  the  Department  of  Christian  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
as  published  in  the  Methodist  Woman,  January,  1943. 

3.  That  we  emphasize  in  this  Conference  Alcohol  and  other  Nar- 
cotics, Christian  Citizenship,  Minority  Groups,  and  the  Christian  Family, 
placing  major  emphasis  on  Alcohol  and  Other  Narcotics. 

4.  In  the  area  of  International  Relations  and  World  Peace: 

(a)  Organize  Study  course  on  “Peace.” 

(b)  A careful  study  of  pending  legislation.  Support  such  bills 
pertaining  to  International  Relations  and  World  Peace  as 
may  be  recommended  by  this  Department. 

5.  Minority  Groups  and  Inter-racial  Cooperation: 

(a)  That  Local  Societies  cooperate  in  the  leadership  program  of 
the  Colored  Methodist  Church  servicing  negroes  in  our 
Conference,  especially  in  assisting  women  delegates  to  attend 
training  schools. 

(b)  That  societies,  wherever  possible,  organize  study  groups  with 
Negro  leaders  in  the  community  to  interpret  current  trends 
in  race  relations. 

(c)  That  societies  assist  in  some  religious  program  for  all  minority 
groups. 

6.  Christian  Citizenship: 

That  a study  be  made  of  the  pamphlet  on  Christian  Citizenship 

and  activities  be  promoted  growing  out  of  study. 

7.  Alchol  and  Other  Narcotics: 

That  Local  Secretaries  of  C.S.R  & L.C.A.  cooperate  with  the 

Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  by  promoting  the  work 

of  this  organization  in  local  churches. 
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8.  The  Christian  Family: 

That  we  emphasize  the  plans,  programs  and  material  provided 
by  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  realm  of  the  Christian  Home,  in 
the  presentation  whenever  possible  of  such  material  in  study 
groups,  short  courses,  public  forums.  Church  School  classes  and 
informal  studies  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Further,  we  recommend: 

That  the  amount  of  money  raised  for  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  activities  in  each  society  be  properly  reported 
each  quarter.

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

To:  The  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  in  session 
Monroe,  Louisiana,  March  30,  31  and  April  1,  1943. 

There  has  been  an  increased  activity  and  interest  in  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  during  the  past  Conference  year,  and  since  today  one  out 
of  every  ten  women  is  a wage  earner,  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  fits 
these  women  into  the  program  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

The  Guild  is  already  meeting  a great  need  in  hundreds  of  churches 
and  communities.  Aware  of  the  challenge  for  a better  and  more  pro- 
ficient service,  a new  project  is  being  initiated.  An  experienced  worker 
is  being  sent  into  typical  civilian  ' defense  areas  to  discover  how  the 
Guild  can  help  lonely  defense  workers  and  tie  them  up  with  the  churches. 
From  her  experiences  suggestions  will  be  made  to  Guilds  in  other  areas. 

It  is  gratifying  to  hear  from  our  Jurisdictional  Secretary  that  our 
study  course  and  class  attendance  rank  with  the  best. 

Despite  some  confusion  still  existing  over  the  handling  and  reporting 
of  Guild  funds,  there  was  a marked  increase  in  giving  over  that  of  last 
year.  A gain  of  $681.42,  according  to  statistics. 

There  are  still  some  weak  spots  in  the  organization  of  our  Guild,  but 
as  we  grow  in  knowledge  of,  and  consecration  to  the  work,  these,  will 
be  overcome.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

Conscious  of  the  tremendous  need  for  reaching  the  thousands  of  wo- 
men workers  who  have  left  their  homes  and  communities  to  serve  their 
nation  in  defense  industries  and  clerical  positions  in  nearby  camps,  and 
realizing  our  responsibility  for  drawing  them  into  church  contacts  and 
helping  their  spiritual  life  at  a high  point,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  units  be  on  the  alert,  and  go  out  and  seek  these  women 
and  welcome  them  into  their  homes  and  to  their  meetings,  thus 
helping  them  to  realize  our  appreciation  of  the  problems  they  face 
in  these  tense  times;  adjusting  our  meetings  if  necessary  to  afford 
them  maximum  opportunity  for  continued  service  and  development 
in  Christian  living. 

2.  That  there  be  a 10%  increase  in  giving  in  1943  to  meet  the  antici- 
pated added  expense,  incident  to  caring  for  new  projects  made  nec- 
essary by  the  unusual  conditions  in  defense  areas.  Mrs.  Bragg  asks 
us  to  use  the  new  project. 

3.  Organize  new  units  where  there  are  as  many  as  6 available  mem- 
bers in  order  to  give  the  privileges  of  service  and  fellowship  to  all 
employed  women. 

4.  Seek  the  co-operation  of  the  local  pastor  in  reaching  all  employed 
women,  and  see  that  they  are  organized  into  a Guild,  in  order  that 
they  may  help  him  reach  others  in  his  church,  holding  them  with 
a vital  program,  ministering  to  their  spiritual  and  social  needs,  as 
well  as  bringing  them  the  challenge  to  share  in  study  and  service 
in  the  fields  of  Bible,  world  missions,  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Actvities. 

5.  Realizing  that  the  District  Superintendent  is  a key  person  and  one 
who  can  help  with  the  Guild,  and  will,  if  interested,  call  his  at- 
tention to  the  fine  units  in  his  district  and  ask  him  where  another  is 
needed,  or  tell  him  where  there  should  be  a Guild,  and  seek  his 
cooperation  in  the  organization. 

6.  Urge  each  unit  to  subscribe  for  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN,  study 
the  Guild  pages  for  suggestions  from  month  to  month.  Use  THE 
METHODIS'r  WOMAN  and  WORLD  OUTLOOK  for  reference  and 
program  material. 
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7.  Urge  each  unit  to  use  THE  UPPER  ROOM  and  daily  recognize 
America’s  Prayer  Minute. 

8.  Receive  gladly  into  Guild  membership,  temporarily,  any  woman  who 
is  newly  employed  because  of  her  husband’s  going  into  service.  If 
her  pledge  has  been  made  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  ii  should  remain  there. 

9.  We  recommend  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  have  a Seminar 
during  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah. 

10.  Organize  an  additional  unit,  or  units  in  the  local  church  if  the  needs 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  met  with  one  unit. 


STUDENT  WORK 


REPORT  OF  STUDENT  SECRETARY 

I find  it  difficult  to  make  a report  of  the  work  done  with  Students 
this  year.  Not  because  little  has  been  done,  but  because  so  much  has 
been  done  that  is  difficult  to  put  in  words. 

With  more  and  more  students  entering  the  Service  of  our  Country 
and  the  home  front  clamoring  for  every  available  worker  our  colleges 
are  finding  their  enrollments  lowered,  and  we  are  finding  our  work 
more  important. 

Our  big  job  is  Contact  with  students  left  on  Campuses  and  those 
leaving  College  for  the  Service  or  the  field  of  labor. 

This  year  has  been  gratifying.  We  had  109  elected  secretaries  of 
student  work.  Although  this  was  less  than  50%  of  our  auxiliaries,  these 
did  splendid  work.  Counselling  with  those  entering  College  is  a big 
part  of  our  job.  Many  secretaries  helped  young  people  in  the  choice  of 
a career,  in  the  choice  of  a college  and  with  personal  problems.  Con- 
tacts have  been  kept  through  home  town  papers,  church  bulletins,  greet- 
ing cards,  and  personal  interviews  when  students  returned  home. 

Upper  Rooms,  Testaments,  devotional  literature,  and  boxes  of  food 
have  gone  by  the  hundreds  to  students  in  college  and  boys  and  girls  in 
Service.  Student  Recognition  Day,  the  Sunday  after  Christmas,  was  ob- 
served by  numbers  of  churches,  and  local  secretaries  helped  arrange 
programs  in  which  students  participated.  Names  of  about  two  hundred 
students  were  channelled  from  the  local  secretary  to  the  Conference 
secretary  and  to  the  campus  worker.  Local  secretaries  helped  place 
Youth  Caravans  during  the  summer  and  cooperated  in  Caravan  Week. 
They  have  encouraged  the  use  of  students  on  programs  and  in  the  regu- 
lar program  of  the  local  church. 

Local  auxiliaries  reported  $162  given  to  campus  centers  this  year. 
$25.00  was  sent  to  the  World  Service  Student  Fund,  andd  $25.00  was  given 
to  needy  students.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  students  at  Tech  clothe  an 
orphan  at  Ruston. 

Introduction  cards  have  been  widely  used  for  those  leaving  home 
to  go  to  Defense  Camps  or  industries.  Many  entertainments  have  been 
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given  for  students  upon  leaving  and  returning  home,  at  Christmas  and 
on  other  special  days.  One  church  equipped  a Reading  and  Game  room 
on  the  campus  near  them.  The  secretaries  near  Camps  have  been  un- 
tiring in  their  efforts  to  cooperate  with  U.S.O.  centers  and  Committees 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  providing  entertainment  for  soldiers 
and  their  families. 

Our  employed  workers  have  done  magnificant  work.  Miss  Mamie] 
Chandler  at  Normal,  Miss  Betty  Glasson  at  Lafayette,  and  Miss  Florence 
Jones  at  Tech  are  to  be  commended  for  the  fine,  constructive,  intelligent, 
and  inspirational  work  they  have  done.  Many  years  from  now  we  shall 
reap  the  rewards  of  their  labor.  It  is  significant  that  Louisiana  has  three 
of  the  five  workers  employed  by  the  W.S.C.S  to  work  on  College  Cam- 
puses in  America.  This  is  truly  pioneer  work.  I wish  I could  tell  you 
of  all  their  work — of  their  long  hours,  their  opportunities  for  personal 
counselling,  how  their  work  leavens  the  entire  Campus  where  each  work. 
This  has  been  a hard  year  on  the  Campus.  Leaders  have  had  to  be  re- 
placed many  times  during  the  year.  In  spite  of  this,  I can  truthfully  say 
our  work  on  these  Campuses  is  stronger  than  it  has  even  been.  Religion 
has  a new  respect  where  these  have  witnessed. 

Our  local  Secretaries  in  Baton  Rouge  are  cooperating  with  Rev. 
Trice  on  the  Campus  of  L.S.U.  As  Campus-Church  Pastor,  Wesley 
Foundation  Director  he  is  doing  much  to  make  Religion  felt  on  the 
Campus  of  our  great  State  University. 

The  Packet  of  missionary  materials  was  ordered  for  seven  Cam- 
puses, paid  for  by  the  Conference  and  distributed  by  the  Conference 
Secretary. 

Because  of  my  office  I had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  meeting  in  Dallas,  the  Conference  Educational  Plan- 
ning Council  in  Shreveport,  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting  in  Bunkie, 
and  the  State  Student  Conference  at  L.S.U.  I helped  with  two  Officers 
Training  Days  and  spoke  at  the  Baton  Rouge  District  Meeting. 

Report  have  come  in  better  this  year.  The  average  for  each  quarter 
was  fifty  six,  but  of  this  number  twenty  nine  reported  EVERY  QUAR- 
TER. For  which  I think  they  should  be  on  an  Honor  Roll.  They  are:

CHILDREN’S  DIVISION 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN’S  WORK 

The  statistical  report  below  shows  an  increase  in  enrollment  of 
children  and  in  number  of  societies  reporting. 

Our  weakest  points  are  in  the  number  of  extra  sessions  held,  which 
consequently  decreases  the  missionary  offerings  of  the  children,  and  the 
number  of  secretaries  taking  training  courses. 

Thirty-three  societies  have  used  the  Latin  American  flags  and 
Brazilian  exhibit  in  their  studies  of  Latin  America.  They  have  report- 
ed enthusiastically  about  the  Fiestas,  special  programs,  and  parties 
where  the  colorful  life  of  Latin  America  was  presented  in  a delightful 
way  to  the  children. 

A much  larger  number  of  groups  have  collected  gifts  for  the  nearby 
institutions,  such  as  Dulac,  Houma,  St.  Marks  HaU  and  the  Orphanage 
at  Baldwin. 

The  societies  reporting  the  study  of  “Creating  Friendly  Attitudes 
in  the  Home,”  have  realized  a decided  change  in  the  attitude  of  parents. 

In  every  communication  and  with  every  contact,  an  effoort  has  been 
made  to  stress  the  fact  that  there  is  no  separate  organization  for  mis- 
sionary education  of  children.  The  missionary  units  are  in  the  Church 
School  literature  both  Group  and  Closely  Graded,  and  in  the  lessons  for 
additional  sessions. 

With  few  exceptions  the  secretary  of  childrens  work  is  a regular 
Church  School  teacher.  This  is  a hopeful  sign. 

We  are  teaching  the  children  who  are  to  live  in  the  post-war  world. 
They  need  to  know  that  the  world  is  one  big  brotherhood.  Our  mission- 
ary units  have  this  as  their  aim.  May  God  give  us  wisdom  to  realize 
our  responsibility  to  the  children  whom  we  teach.

RECOMMENDATIONS  CONCERNING  CHIDREN’S  WORK 

1.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  promote  the  unified  plan 
throughout  the  church  school  year  1943-44,  in  accordance  with  plans 
outlined  in  the  leaflet,  “The  Plan  For  Missionary  Education  of 
Children  in  the  Methodist  Church,”  under  the  direction  of  the  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Childrens  Work. 

2.  That  a Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  be  elected  by  every  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  preferably  a regular  teacher  in  the 
primary  or  junior  department  of  the  churrch  school,  and  that  she 
be  elected  with  the  view  of  retaining  office  longer  than  one  year. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  attend  regularly  the  council 
of  children’s  workers  in  the  local  church. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  study  especially  the  mission- 
ary units  found  in  the  Closely  Graded  School  Courses,  in  the 
Group  Graded  Lessons  and  in  the  Materials  for  additional  sessions. 
That  she  plan  together  with  the  Council  of  Children’s  Workers  to 
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enrich  those  units  with  the  best  available  resource  material  in  the 
area  of  missionary  education. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  working  through  the  Coun- 
cil of  Children’s  Workers,  encourage  the  formation  of  additional 
sessions  of  the  church  school  and  the  division  of  the  offerings  in  the 
additional  sessions  as  follows:  40%  being  given  to  the  local  treasurer 
of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.;  40%  to  the  World  Service  Treasurer  of  the  church 
School;  20%  being  retained  by  the  children’s  group  to  be  used  for 
missions  locally. 

6.  That,  in  cooperation  with  other  groups  concerned,  the  W.S.C.S, 
working  through  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  help  provide 
opportunities  in  the  area  of  missionary  education  for  fathers  and 
mothers  by: 

(a)  The  study  of  approved  courses  on  the  Christian  home. 

(b)  Or  by  arranging  to  have  during  the  year  at  least  two  discus- 
sions of  programs  for  parents  concerning  opportunities  for  mis- 
sionary education  in  tne  home. 

7.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  when  possible,  enroll  in 
the  “Fellowship  of  Study”  under  the  directon  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  of  the  Conference. 

8.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  attend  the  district  and  zone 
meetings,  training  schools  and  all  meetings  of  children’s  workers 
in  the  local  church. 

9.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  interpret  the  work  being 
done  with  children  in  the  local  church  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  and  secure  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the 
Society  in  this  work, 

10.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  be  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
when  projects  in  the  area  of  family  life  are  being  studied  and  pro- 
moted. 

11.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  be  urged  to  use  the  quarterly 
report  blanks  provided  for  them  in  the  “Record  and  Report  Book” 
of  the  local  Society,  to  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Secretary.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 
OF  YOUNG  WOMEN’S  AND  GIRLS’  WORK 

Our  department  is  presenting  its  first  report  of  a complete  year  of 
work.  There  is  much  that  is  definitely  encouraging.  Many  of  our  young 
people  attended  Summer  Schools  and  Assmblies  where  the  new  plans 
for  Missionary  Education  of  Methodist  Youth  were  taught.  Many  work- 
ed with  Youth  Caravans  as  they  toured  our  Conference  last  summer; 
indeed,  some  of  our  own  yoxmg  people  traveled  with  Youth  Caravans  in 
other  states. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  get  a clear-cut  picture  of  the  work  with 
our  young  women  and  girls,  owing  to  the  fact  that  much  of  it  is  involved 
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in  many  phases  of  the  general  Youth  Work  of  our  church.  But  of  this 
we  are  certain,  there  is  a better  understanding  of  the  new  plans.  The 
young  people  and  leaders  are  seeking  to  understand  the  plan  and  make 
it  an  integral  part  of  an  ongoing  program.  As  more  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowships  are  organized  and  World  Friendship  Commissions  set  up 
for  study  and  planning  there  will  be  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  our 
youth  in  the  Great  Missionary  Enterprise,  and  an  eagerness  to  share  in 
it.  It  will  be  our  privilege  to  capture  this  interest  in  Missions  and  or- 
ganize our  young  women  and  girls  into  groups  to  study  the  organization 
and  function  of  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  are  seeking 
to  train  our  young  women  for  leadership  when,  in  the  future,  they  will 
take  their  places  in  the  building  of  that  World  Christian  Community 
which  is  a cherished  hope  of  each  one  of  us. 

Splendid  program  material  has  been  prepared  for  these  Interest 
Groups.  “I  Bind  My  Heart  This  Tide”  and  we  must  not  fail  to  use  the 
“Methodist  Woman”  and  the  “World  Outlook”  which  contain  so  much 
helpful  missionary  material. 

As  the  interest  in  missions  grows,  our  Young  People  will  become 
aware  not  only  of  the  needs  of  those  about  them,  but  of  those  around 
the  world,  and  will  want  to  do  something  about  them.  They  will  be 
given  this  opportunity  through  their  pledges  and  gifts  to  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund.  The  money  is  turned  over  to  the  Youth  Treasurer  who 
divides  this  money  at  the  end  of  each  month.  50%  is  turned  over  to 
the  local  treasurer  of  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  who  marks 
it  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  sends  it  on  to  Conference  Treasurer.  This 
does  not  apply  on  the  pledge  of  the  Woman’s  Society.  The  other  50% 
is  turned  in  as  World  Comradship  Funds  and  sent  on  to  Treasurer  of 
Annual  Conference.  Rev.  R.  W.  Vaughn,  Ruston,  Louisiana.  Much  in- 
tensive work  must  be  done  in  educating  our  Youth  to  pledge  and  pay 
to  this  fund.  Pledge  cards  for  individual  and  department  pledges  may 
be  ordered  from  Youth  Department,  810  Broadway,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

The  Interest  Groups  may  send  supplies  to  the  Institutions  desig- 
nated by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  Conference 
Secretary  of  Supplies  will  furnish  groups  with  lists  of  needs. 

The  past  year  has  been  spent  very  largely  in  the  process  of  educa- 
tion and  organization  and  much  has  been  accomplished,  yet  we  have  a 
long  way  to  go  before  the  Unified  Plan  is  the  practice  in  every  local 
church.  We  know  that  in  the  days  ahead  each  one  of  us  must  do  more 
than  we  have  done  in  the  past.  Times  like  these  have  brought  many 
difficult  problems  for  the  Youth  of  our  land,  but  they  have  also  brought 
greater  opportunities  for  service.  May  we  as  adult  leaders  of  Youth 
dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  that  is  before  use,  knowing  that  He  in 
whom  we  trust  will  give  us  strength  to  do  His  Will.

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COLONIES  OF  THE  KINGDOM 

By  Mabel  K.  Howell 

When  the  Societies  of  Christian  Service  during  the  fall  months  ap- 
plied to  their  organizations  and  activities  the  “measuring-rod”  proposed 
for  “Colonies  of  the  Kingdom,”  Service  was  listed  as  one  of  the  essential 
elements  of  the  standard.  We  are  now  proposing  to  the  societies  that, 
with  the  guidance  of  their  Spiritual  Life  Committees  and  others,  they 
undertake  a special  “War  Seiwice  Project.”  The  Spiritual  Life  Commit- 
tee of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  December,  proposed  this  project,  which  they  be- 
lieve meets  a real  need  in  these  tragic  war  days  and  which  they  feel 
assured  will  be  a great  blessing  to  those  who  attempt  it. 

The  suggested  War  Service  Project  is  twofold  in  its  purpose:  First, 
that  societies  shall  seek  to  render  special  spiritual  helpfulness  to  all  their 
members  and  others  who  have  sons,  daughters  and  husbands  enlisted 
in  war  service;  and  secondly,  that  such  groups  shall  be  guided  in  making 
a study  of  the  “Basis  of  a Just  Peace,”  which  study  would  give  signifi- 
cance to  the  sacrifice  which  the  loved  ones  are  making. 

The  plan  we  are  suggesting  applies  equally  to  the  small  and  to  the 
large  society.  In  the  case  of  the  small  society,  the  society-as-a-whole 
can  carry  out  the  plan.  In  the  case  of  a large  society,  divided  into  circles, 
the  circles  could  undertake  this  special  prayer  ministry  and  study. 

A few  suggestions  as  to  the  preparation  necessary  may  be  helpful. 
It  is  suggested  that  a special  committee  be  set  up  to  plan  the  project,  to 
be  composed  of  all  those  especially  concerned,  such  as  the  president  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service;  the  chairman  of  the  Spiritual 
Life  Committee;  the  secretary  of  Student  Work;  the  secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations;  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education;  and  the 
“Victory  Mother,”  if  the  church  has  appointed  such  a person.  All  of 
these  acting  together  should  plan  the  project  and  adapt  it  to  their  local 
situation.  They  would  decide  whether  the  society-as-a-whole  should 
promote  it,  or  the  circles,  as  suggested  above.  They  would  constitute  the 
guiding  committee  for  the  project,  and  would  co-ordinate  the  efforts. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  first  purpose,  i.e.,  “to  provide  spiritual 
ministry  to  mothers  and  wives  who  have  loved  ones  in  Service,”  it  is 
suggested  that  a list  be  prepared  of  the  members  of  the  church  who  have 
representatives  in  war  service,  and  that  they  be  asked  to  come  together 
at  specified  times  to  engage  in  prayer  for  the  loved  ones,  thus  providing 
an  opportunity  for  fellowship  in  prayer.  Those  invited  should  not  be 
limited  to  the  church  membership.  A survey  could  be  made  of  the  com- 
munity or  the  neighborhood  in  order  to  invite  others,  even  those  of 
other  denominations,  who  might  desire  to  join  the  group  for  prayer 
for  this  common  cause.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this  group  could 
well  be  called  “Trainees  of  the  Spirit.”  Very  careful  provision  should 
be  made  by  the  committees  for  the  leadership  and  conduct  of  these 
prayer  fellowships. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  second  purpose,  i.e.,  “to  guide  the  group 
in  making  a study  of  the  ‘basis  of  a Just  and  durable  peace’,”  it  is  sug- 
gested that  this  aspect  of  the  project  should  follow  naturally  the  first. 
As  the  groups  meet  from  time  to  time  for  prayer  for  loved  ones  in 
service,  their  minds  will  inevitably  turn  to  ultimate  values  of  this 
sacrifice  being  made.  This  will  create  a state  of  mind  where  the  desire 
could  easily  be  created  to  study  the  possible  objectives  of  a peace.  They 
will  be  asking  whether  it  will  be  in  vain  that  loved  ones  have  served. 
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Great  helpfulness  should  come  through  study  of  the  outstanding  Chris- 
tian proposals  both  in  England  and  America  as  to  ultimate  terms  of 
peace.  The  minds  of  the  group  can  be  turned  from  introspection  re- 
garding their  own  sorrow  to  an  objective  consideration  of  what  they 
can  do  for  the  world  through  the  peace!  Again  a great  deal  of  care 
will  need  to  be  taken  by  the  committee.  The  best  discussion  leader 
available  should  be  secured. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  an  evening  home  meeting  might  be  the 
best  if,  by  so  doing,  the  fathers  could  also  come.  Helps  of  various  kinds 
are  already  available  and  will  be  made  available.  Tne  Christian  Social 
Relations  Department  has  an  excellent  packet  in  circulation  on  the 
Basis  for  a Just  Peac,  with  an  accompanying  guide  for  study.  The  De- 
partment of  Missionary  Education  has  also  made  provision  and  given 
approval  to  such  study. 

We  trust  that  this  War  Service  Project  may  serve  to  bring  comfort 
to  many  troubled,  questioning  hearts,  and  at  the  same  time  to  stimulate 
the  group  to  seek  to  understand  the  Christian  basis  for  a world  order. 
“For  our  wrestling  is  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against  the  princi- 
palities, against  the  powers,  against  the  world  rulers  of  this  darkness, 
against  the  spiritual  hosts  of  wickedness  in  the  heavenly  places.”  Ephe- 
sians 6:12.

tneir  loved  ones  scattered  over  land,  on  the  sea  and  in  the  air. 

We  recommend  that  conferences  urge  local  societies  to  become 
“Colonies  of  the  Kingdom,”  making  the  “Day  Apart”  held  last  Septem- 
ber an  Annual  Observance  in  their  respective  cnurches.

STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

A new  history  is  being  written  for  women  and  by  women.  Their 
achievements  of  the  past  are  now  giving  them  strength  of  leadership, 
capacity  for  rmderstanding  and  knowledge,  and  skill  in  more  ways  than 
military  to  keep  step  in  this  new  day.

That  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  may  better 
express  their  Christian  womanhood  in  the  relations  of  the  home,  the 
church  and  society,  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  wishes  to 
make  the  following  recommendations; 

1.  That  the  women  of  the  local  church  realize  their  responsibility 
for  service  on  local  boards  and  tnat  they  become  more  alert  that  well- 
qualified  women  shall  be  elected  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conferences 
and  to  General  Conference  so  that  the  number  of  women  and  men  lay 
delegates  may  be  more  nearly  equal. 

2.  That  women  realize  that  in  the  world  today  “the  surplus  man- 
power is  woman,”  and  that  they  should  not  ask  special  privilege  because 
they  are  women  nor  seek  places  of  leadership  in  the  church  and  in 
every  area  of  life  in  competition  witn  men,  but  in  cooperation  with  them. 
So  that  they  may  express  themselves  in  tne  business  world,  in  the  pro- 
fessions, in  the  cnmcn  or  wherever  they  may  be  called  of  God  to  serve.

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SCARRITT  PROMOTION 


Last  year  when  your  committee  on  Scarritt  Associates  made  their 
report  to  you  we  were  facing  the  great  challenge  offered  us  by  the 
Rockefellow  General  Education  Board  in  which  they  promised  to  give 
bcarritt  $10,0OU.UU  per  year  tor  five  years  if  friends  of  the  school  would 
raise  $15,000.00  a year  for  the  same  period  of  time.  This  seemed  too 
good  to  be  true  to  some  of  us  who  were  so  vitally  interested  in  the 
enlarging  program  being  dreamed  of  for  the  institution.  It  is  a joy  to 
report  to  you,  that  for  the  first  year,  the  amount  was  over-paid  and 
that  it  has  been  conditionally  promised  for  the  next  four  years.  We, 
like  Paul,  “Thank  God  and  take  courage.” 

This  year,  however,  we  face  shrinking  income  for  several  reasons. 
The  war  effort  will  cause  people  to  give  larger  gifts  to  causes  other  than 
those  of  tne  chuich.  Yoa  nave  felt  this  in  tne  Red  Cross  Drive,  just 
completed.  Many  of  our  friends  who  were  generous  in  their  gifts  last 
year  will  not  be  able  to  do  tne  same  this  year  because  of  the  increased 
tax  burden.  We  rcognize  these  claims,  for  as  loyal  Americans,  we  must 
dedicate  ourselves  to  winning  the  war,  but  with  equal  devotions  as 
Christians,  we  musst  give  ourselves  wholeheartedly  to  winning  the 
world.  This  will  place  a greater  responsibility  on  us  this  year  to  see 
that  more  people  make  small  gifts.  As  women  we  have  never  despised 
the  day  of  small  things  for  our  work  has  been  built  and  carried  forward 
by  systematically  giving  small  amounts. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  had  a very  real  part  in  the  securing  of 
funds  for  Scarritt  College  last  year.  Much  of  the  credit  goes  to  Miss 
Bessie  Oliver  who  did  such  a fine  piece  of  cultivation  when  she  was  a 
guest  of  the  conference  last  spring,  'mere  were  101  individual  gifts  made, 
totaling  $734.25.  These  figures  include  the  amount  given  for  Scarritt 
Associates  and  the  Living  Endowment.  In  a recent  letter  from  Scarritt 
these  words  occur:  “We  deeply  appreciate  the  work  done  in  behalf  of 
Scarritt  College,  and  you  know  how  much  is  made  possible  for  the 
students  through  these  contributions.”  in  the  whole  church  over  1,000 
individual  gifts  were  made  last  year. 

The  need  for  trained  workers  was  never  so  great.  At  a recent 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  the  request  was  made  for  more  than 
300  workers  for  immediate  assignment  in  the  home  and  foreign  situations; 
local  churches  in  some  parts  of  our  country  are  contacting  the  senior 
students  six  months  before  graduation.  The  foreign  work  of  our  Metho- 
dist Church  is  being  done  in  49  nations  in  125  languages.  There’  are 
more  than  7,000  missionaries  and  native  workers  carrying  on  this  labor 
of  love.  They  must  all  have  specialized  training  for  this  work,  and 
Scarritt  holds  a unique  place  in  the  whole  training  program  of  the 
church.  After  the  war  is  over  the  need  will  be  almost  beyond  the  wild- 
est imagination.  The  task  of  world  reconstruction  will  call  for  special 
training  in  almost  every  form  of  service.  We  must  not  fail  to  be  ready 
to  move  out  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  Master  to  “go  forward.” 

You  will  find  two  leaflets  in  your  packet  which  will  explain  more 
in  detail  the  needs  of  the  college  at  this  time.  Will  you  not,  each  of 
you,  feel  your  responsibility  this  year  in  scuring  associate  memberships 
from  your  friends  and  interested  church  people?  When  the  world  is 
at  its  worst  the  church  must  be  at  its  best,  with  able  men  and  women 
leading  its  advance.  They  must  be  men  and  women  who  have  knowledge 
and  practical  skills,  as  well  as  a desire  to  build  this  new  world  wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness.  Here  is  a real  opportunity  to  make  your 
dollars  work  for  you  in  “Winning  the  World.”

Report  of  1942

Dulac  Indian  School-Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper, 

The  school  enrollment  for  1942  averaged  about  100.  These  are  boys 
and  girls  from  the  rural  areas  and  are  predominantly  French  or  Acadian. 
Due  to  special  conditions  all  grades  from  first  through  High  School  were 
carried.  We  follow  the  course  prescribed  for  the  Public  Schools  of  the 
state  and,  in  addition,  offer  training  and  practice  in  all  forms  of  indu.s- 
trial  home  or  farm  work.  And,  still  in  addition,  there  is  education  and 
practice  of  the  Christian  way  of  life  including  sharing  and  doing  a 
great  deal  of  church  and  community  work  in  this  and  many  more  distant 
rural  areas.  We  are  training  for  Christian  leadership  and  one  developes 
best  in  the  actual  doing  of  the  task. 

There  were  five  graduates  last  May,  all  girls.  Our  boys  have,  with- 
out a single  exception,  all  entered  the  services  of  the  Country  as  soon 
as  reaching  the  minimum  age  for  getting  in.  We  have  one  student  in 
College — Helen  Cantrelle,  attending  Soutneastern  in  Hammond. 

MacDoaell  School  is  one  of  the  National  Institutions  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  receives  its  main  support  from 
an  appropriation  that  covers  salaries  and  primary  maintenance.  The 
pupils,  the  majority  of  whom  are  not  financially  able  to  pay  full  board, 
are  supported  by  Scholarships.  The  Louisiana  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S. 
holds  thirty-two  scholarships  and  there  are  two  others  supported  by 
individual  or  Sunday  School  groups — a total  of  thirty  four.  Supplies  form 
an  important  part  of  the  support  of  the  work  in  this  area,  helping  needy 
boys  and  girls  in  many  ways  and  enabling  us  to  carry  on  an  extensive 
program  of  Christian  education  in  the  rural  areas. 

The  rural  work  of  Mac  Donell  School  covers  an  area  within  a radius 
of  approximately  fifty  miles.  It  is  primarily  with  the  Acadians  or  FrencJi 
folk,  but  there  are  also  a good  many  Indians  in  this  territory,  and  they, 
too,  come  under  the  watch-care  of  MacDonell  workers.  The  largest 
single  group  of  Indians  is  at  Dulac,  eighteen  miles  below  Houma, 

Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper  is  Principal  of  the  School  for  Indians  at 
Dulac.  Her  salary  is  paid  by  private  individuals.  This  school  has  an 
annual  enrollment  of  about  one  hundred,  but  the  attendance  is  seasonal, 
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reaching  its  peak  in  slack  work  seasons  and  dropping  to  a minimum 
during  the  shrimping  and  trapping  seasons.  The  church  at  Dulac  also 
receives  much  cooperation  from  teachers  and  pupils  of  MacDonell, 
who  in  turn  receive  help  and  inspiration  and  training  in  the  work. 

In  addition  to  the  work  established  at  Dulac.  the  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence project  of  purchasing  a point  of  land  beautifully  situated  between 
two  bayous  has  been  achieved  and  two  families  are  now  living  on  this 
Point — “Indian  Point,”  it  is  called.  There  are  a number  of  Victory 
gardens  and  one  House  Boat  pocket  in  use.  These  all  add  up  to  a 
good  beginning  for  a growing  and  worthy  piece  of  work  that  is  already 
bearing  fruit  for  God  and  the  Country.

1942-1943

Talks  have  been  made  at  meetings  of 
Church  and  Woman’s  Societies,  and  in  the  local  Churches,  workers  con- 
ferences with  individuals  and  groups  conducted,  a vacation  Church 
School  held,  recreational  programs  directed,  and  study  classes  taught. 

Perhaps  the  part  of  the  work  which  is  most  worthwhile  and  from 
which  I derive  the  greatest  satisfaction  is  that  of  personal  visitations, 
as  I meet  people  in  their  homes  and  get  to  know  them  and  can  counsel 
with  them. 

Many  experiences  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  deaconess;  and  I 
ask  your  continued  prayers,  that  my  next  year  of  service  will  give  the 
light  of  the  love  of  Jesus  to  many  hearts.

This  has  been  a most  interesting  year  at  St.  Mark’s.  In  spite  of  the 
natural  changes  of  war  time  St.  Mark’s  has  attempted  to  give  the  young- 
sters a feeling  of  stability  and  has  carried  on  a full  program  of  activities. 

The  women  of  St.  Mark’s  have  knitted  sweaters  for  the  Red  Cross 
and  have  had  a class  in  Nutrition.  They  are  now  making  bandages 
for  the  cancer  clinic  at  Charity  Hospital. 

The  Girl  Scouts  had  a Red  Cross  First  Aid  course,  have  collected 
magazines  for  soldiers,  rolled  bandages,  and  served  in  any  way  that 
was  opened  to  them. 

The  Boy  Scouts  helped  with  the  scrap  drive  and  serve  as  messengers 
whenever  the  call  comes  from  the  Red  Cross. 

The  older  girls  entertain  a group  of  service  men  each  week  at  a 
party  at  St.  Mark’s.  These  parties  have  been  held  regularly  since  last 
July  and  have  been  well  attended  and  appreciated  by  the  men.  When 
the  pool  is  open  thy  are  permitted  to  swim  without  charge.  Different 
church  groups  throughout  the  city  have  sponsored  social  gatherings  at 
St.  Mark’s  for  the  service  men. 

A number  of  service  men  attend  the  Church  School  and  Church 
services.  Two  Army  wives  are  giving  us  invaluable  service  as  volunteers. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  doctors  and  dentists  717  patients  were 
served  in  the  clinic  during  the  month  of  March.  About  65  patients  are 
given  treatment  for  Veneral  Disease  each  week. 

Dramatics  has  furnished  the  main  interest  during  the  past  few 
months.  “Pinnochio”  has  been  given  and  three  other  groups  are  orking 
on  plays.  “Open  House’’  will  be  held  May  7 and  different  groups  are 
working  on  playlets  and  skits  that  will  tell  their  parents  and  friends 
what  they  have  been  doing  during  the  year.  There  will  also  be  exhibits 
of  handwork  and  refreshments  will  be  served. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  take  a group  of  boys  and  girls  12-15  years 
of  age  to  the  Girl  Scout  Camp  at  Covington  for  the  week  of  June  5-12. 

Daily  Vacation  Church  School  will  follow  camp  and  with  the 
swimming  pool  these  will  be  the  highlights  of  the  summer  program. 

The  music  department  is  a big  part  of  the  life  at  St.  Mark’s.  The 
girls  and  boys  have  made  great  progress  which  they  have  demonstrated 
in  the  recitals  given. 

St.  Mark’s  is  going  forward  and  it  needs  your  prayers  and  interest.

REPORT  OF  MAMIEJ  CHANDLER,  STUDENT  COUNSELOR 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College,  Natchitoches,  La. 

The  measure  of  the  effectiveness  of  any  program  of  Christian  educa- 
tion must  be  in  terms  of  personal  experience.  Awakened  interest,  chang- 
ed attitude,  transformed  personality  are  intangible,  spiritual  values 
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which  cannot  be  recorded  in  any  report.  They  must  be  observed  day 
by  day  to  be  recognized  and  appreciated.  It  is  with  a sense  of  deep 
thankfulness  and  encouragement  that  the  Counselor  has  noted  during 
the  past  year  an  awakened  interest  in  the  program  of  the  Wesley  Founda- 
tion. A larger  number  of  students  have  participated  actively  in  the 
work,  there  have  been  many  evidences  of  a deeper  understanding  on 
the  part  of  many  as  to  what  is  involved  in  the  Christian  way  of  life, 
a clearer  understanding  of  the  Church  and  their  relationship  to  it,  and 
a definite  commitment  of  life  to  Jesus  Christ.  Two  students  and 
one  cadet  have  come  into  membership  of  the  Church  by  profession  of 
Faith  and  Baptism.  The  Campus-Church  Relations  Committee  is  more 
awakened  to  the  needs  of  students  and  to  the  value  of  the  program  of 
the  Church  on  the  Campus. 

The  program  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  has  functioned  more  effi- 
ciently this  year  because  the  students  are  learning  to  work  through 
the  various  Commissions — Worship,  Personnel,  Bfble  Study,  World 
Friendship,  Peace  Education,  Drama,  Recreation,  Literature  and  Training, 
Church  Relations,  Music,  Public  Relations.  The  nave  also  learned  lO 
plan  the  program  in  the  Council  and  carry  out  these  plans  through  the 
Commissions. 

The  emphasis  of  the  program  this  year  was  “Christian  Living  for 
These  Days.”  This  was  decided  at  the  Fall  Retreat  for  the  Council,  and 
was  continued  throughout  the  year  in  the  entire  program.  During  the 
First  Semester,  “Christian  Discipline”  was  the  theme  in  all  services  of 
worship,  weekly  meditation  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Student  Religious 
Center  on  the  campus.  Student  Class  on  Sunday  mornings,  and  in  in- 
formal discussions  at  Wesley  Foundation  evening  meetings.  During  the 
Second  Semester  evening  discussions  centered  around  “Building  a New 
World  Order.”  The  Wesley  Foundation  initiated  discussions  on  The 
Post-War  World,  which  were  taken  up  later  by  the  History  fraternity 
and  made  campus-wide,  under  faculty  leadership.  The  needs  of  war 
sufferers  have  been  kept  before  the  students,  and  they  respond  by  send- 
ing two  large  boxs  of  clothing  through  the  American  Friends  Service 
Committee  and  by  contributing  to  the  World  Student  Service  Fund. 

Simplicity  and  friendliness  has  been  the  keynote  of  all  recreation. 
The  “Friendly”  on  Sunday  evenings  has  brought  students  together  in 
real  fellowship,  while  the  Freshmen  party  at  the  first  of  the  college 
year  and  the  Hallowe’en  Hayride  provided  opportunities  for  all  students 
in  the  Methodist  and  Christian  group  to  meet  for  wholesome  recreation. 
In  spite  of  rationing,  which  has  cut  down  the  usual  supply  of  coffee, and 
sugar.  The  Wesley  Foundation  has  continued  to  be  for  many  students 
a “home  away  from  home.”  Contacts  have  been  made  with  all  Metho- 
dist and  Christian  students  on  the  campus,  and  the  Counselor  has  paid 
special  attention  to  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  in  an  effort  to  enlist 
them  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  program. 

In  the  Second  Semester  the  Student  Class  was  reorganized  into  two 
classes.  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  taught  by  Miss  Katherine  Winters, 
a member  of  the  faculty  and  chairman  of  the  Campus-Church  Relations 
Committee,  subject  “Great  Characters  of  the  Bible.”  Miss  Mamiej  Chand- 
ler, Counselor,  is  leading  the  Junior  and  Seniors  in  a study  of  the  New 
Testament.  Attendance  is  increasing  in  these  plasses. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  students  made  pledges  to  the  Church 
Budget,  and  several  who  did  not  make  pledges  are  also  contributing  to 
the  Budget.  One -fourth  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  students  is  turned 
back  by  the  Church  Treasurer  to  the  Wesley  Foundation. 
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The  enrollment  in  the  College  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Semester 
was  918,  a decrease  of  257  from  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number,  252 
were  Methodist,  15  members  of  the  Christian  denomination,  12  gave  no 
preference,  maiking  the  total  of  those  belonging  to  the  Wesley  Founda- 
tion 267.  Of  this  number  45  lived  in  town,  222  in  the  campus  dormitories. 
By  the  middle  of  the  Second  Semester  the  enrollment  had  decreased 
on  account  many  of  our  boys  entering  the  Armed  Service  and  several 
girls  leaving  to  take  positions.  The  number  now  on  Wesley  Foundation 
record  numbers  209 — girls  181,  boys  28.  33  girls  and  five  boys  live  in 
town. 

A great  change  came  over  our  campus  with  the  advent  of  the  Navy 
Pre-Flight  School,  set  up  the  first  of  January,  and  a new  responsibility 
was  added  to  the  Wesley  Foundation.  In  spite  of  a lack  of  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  Commanding  Officer,  the  Wesley  Fouundation,  co- 
operating_  with  the  Baptist  Student  Union,  made  contact  with  all  the 
cadets.  An  informal  tea  was  given  in  the  Student  Religious  Center, 
Methodist,  Baptist,  Presbyterian  and  Episcopal  groups  cooperating.  Open 
House  has  been  held  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  every  Sunday  afternoon. 
A large  number  of  cadets  attend  the  Morning  Service  on  Sunday  in  the 
Church,  and  a few  attend  Student  Class  and  evening  meeting  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation  regularly. 

Two  special  visitors  have  brough  inspiration  and  help  to  our  pro- 
gram. Mrs.  Frances  Baker  Hager  was  with  our  group  one  Sunday, 
and  presented  the  opportunities  offered  through  the  Personnel  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman’s  Division.  Mr.  L.  Edward  Mattingly,  Dirctor  of 
Religious  Life  at  Emory  University,  visited  our  campus,  sponsored  by 
the  Methodist  Student  Movement.  Expenses  for  Mr.  Mattingly’s  visit 
were  paid  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  and  the  Wesley  Foimda- 
tion. 

Six  students  and  the  Counselor  attended  the  State  Student  Con- 
ference at  L.S.U.  in  November.  The'  Counselor  led  the  Periods  of  Medi- 
tation and  one  of  the  students  presided  at  one  of  the  Cell  groups. 

Officers  for  the  Wesley  Foundation  for  next  year  will  be  elected 
on  April  11,  and  the  new  Council  will  be  chosen  and  will  take  leader- 
ship immediately  after  Installation  by  the  Pastor.  The  program  for  the 
summer  session  and  for  the  new  year  will  be  set  up  under  tne  leadership 
of  the  new  Council.

REPORT  OF  STUDENT  WORK,  SOUTHWESTERN  LA.  INSTITUTE 

Facts  concerning  Student  Work  at  Southwestern; 

1.  There  are  150  Methodist  students  with  three-fourths  of  that 
number  active  in  Wesley  Foundation  and  the  local  church. 

2.  During  the  past  few  months  fifty-two  Methodist  students  have 
gone  into  some  phase  of  service  for  their  country.  This  leaves  our  group 
smaller,  and  enlarges  our  opportunity  for  keeping  in  touch  with  them 
and  helping  them  to  make  the  adjustment. 
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3.  Our  Student  Center  is  located  in  one  of  the  college  buildings. 
Heat,  lights  and  maintenance  are  furnished  by  the  college  and  much 
interest  has  been  shown  in  oirr  work. 

4.  Scope — Because  of  the  central  location  we  serve  students  of 
many  religious  faiths.  It  is  our  purpose  at  all  times  to  keep  the  atmos- 
phere of  our  center  both  homelike  and  Christian. 

5.  Phases  of  our  work; 

Programs — There  is  always  a need  for  fellowship,  but  in  the  pres- 
ent day  we  find  still  greater  needs — understanding,  personal  convictions, 
ability  to  face  change  cis  it  comes.  It  has  been  our  effort  to  keep  our 
programs  on  a hign  level  in  order  to  fill  the  many  needs  of  youth,  and 
to  rightfully  demand  their  time. 

Literature — ^Displays  of  good  books.  Motive  magazines  and  devotional 
material,  have  been  shown  in  the  library  and  in  our  center.  More  interest 
is  being  shown  in  good  reading  material. 

Recreation — Fewer  parties  have  been  planned  because  of  heavy 
schedules,  yet  there  is  still  a need  for  wholesome  recreation.  This  has 
been  included  in  our  activities. 

Information  about  Church — We  recognize  the  danger  of  losing  sight 
of  the  larger  church  program  while  working  on  the  campus  itself.  For 
this  reason  an  effort  has  oeen  made  to  bring  speakers  from  the  Missions 
Divisions  in  New  York — the  Student  Department  in  Nashville — and  our 
own  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  Shreveport  so  that  the  larger  work 
of  the  Church  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

Contacting  Alumni — With  our  Wesley  group  ever  increasing  and  its 
numbers  being  scattered  all  over  the  world,  it  has  taken  much  time  to 
contact  these  former  students,  yet  we  feel  that  it  has  been  most  worth 
while.  They  still  come  to  us  when  in  need  of  council — and  through 
letters  we  have  kept  in  touch  with  many  of  those  who  are  still  loyal 
in  their  interest  and  contributions.  Some  have  said  that  Wesley  Foun- 
dation meant  more  to  them  than  any  other  campus  organization  and 
that  they  are  realizing  its  value  as  they  face  life  each  day. 

Befriending  the  Cadets — -For  some  time  we  have  had  a small  group 
of  C.P.T.  boys  (now  cadets)  who  live  in  a nearby  hotel  and  take  inten- 
sive training  on  the  campus.  They  have  classes  all  day  and  in  the 
evenings  with  ten  minute  periods  between  for  rest.  With  such  strenuous 
schedules  they  were  in  need  of  a place  to  get  back  to  normal  living— to 
floor  lamps  and  magazines  and  checkers,  to  cookie  jars  and  friends  to 
talk  about  their  interests,  little  and  big.  We  invited  them  in  to  our 
center.  They  came  more  often  as  they  found  that  it  was  like  running 
in  at  home  after  a day  at  school.  We  have  kept  the  center  open  each 
evening  and  on  Sunday  afternoons.  Just  before  they  were  to  be  moved 
to  another  point  one  of  the  boys  came  in  with  an  envelope  containing 
36.00  that  the  fifteen  boys  had  pooled  as  their  expression  of  thanks  and 
the  hops  that  we  might  get  something  for  the  room  that  they  had  en- 
joyed so  much. 

We  feel  that  it  is  a real  privilege  to  be  able  to  serve  these  groups  as 
they  come  to  us — and  with  600  coming  in  the  spring  our  opportunities 
and  work  will  be  greatly  enlarged. 

We  have  appreciated  the  help  given  by  women  of  W.  S.  C.  S.  both 
in  our  local  groups  and  those  from  other  churches  who  realize  the  needs 
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which  we  have  as  we  serve  these  students  in  uniform,  students  who 
have  the  same  desires  and  longings  and  dreams  for  a better  world  that 
we  find  in  our  own  group. 

Special  plans  are  being  made  so  that  the  Easter  Season  will  have 
meaning  and  spiritual  uplift.  Upper  Rooms  will  be  given  out  and 
prayer  groups  are  being  formed  in  the  dormitories,  as  well  as  fearly 
services  in  the  center. 

The  Director  of  Religious  Activities  from  Emory  University  will  be 
with  us  for  two  days  this  week.  He  will  be  meeting  with  our  Student 
Council  and  adult  leaders,  working  with  us  in  planning  for  a more  ef- 
fective student  program.  We  covet  your  prayers  and  continued  interest 
in  a program  wnich  is  growing  almost  beyond  us  as  we  serve  our  own 
students;  those  from  other  states  who  are  here  in  training — and  young 
people  who  have  gone  out  and  still  look  to  us  for  religious  strength  and 
guidance.

However,  the  general  enrollment  for  the 
second  semester  decreased  to  approximately  1050,  and  of  this  number 
only  342  were  Methodist  or  Methodist  Preference. 

Before  school  opened  a year  book  entitled  The  Wesley  Foundation 
at  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute  was  pualished  presenting  what  the 
Wesley  Foundation  really  is  and  what  its  objectives  are,  bringing  greet- 
ings from  the  local  minister,  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  student 
counselor,  introducing  the  Wesley  Foundation  Council,  explaining  and 
giving  the  objectives  and  aims  of  the  various  areas  of  interest  (such  as 
worship,  drama,  music,  world  friendship,  etc),  showing  the  weekly 
calendar  and  outstanding  events  of  the  ensuing  year.  The  first  week  of 
school  these  year  books  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  student  living 
on  campus  and  in  town.  Our  program  has  evolved  around  tne  plans  as 
prepared  and  set  forth  in  this  booklet. 

Two  days  before  school  began,  the  members  of  the  council  come  to- 
gether at  Trinity  Methodist  Church  in  Ruston  for  a Retreat  at  which 
time  the  council  was  enriched  spiritually  and  detailed  plans  were  laid 
for  the  total  program.  The  Council  is  composed  of  thirty-three  mem- 
bers holding  the  following  offices:  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Chairmen  of  the  following  committees;  Worship,  Rendezvous, 
Church  School,  Dramatic,  World  Friendship,  Community  Service,  Mem- 
bership, Personal,  Publicity,  Music,  Recreation,  Alumni,  House,  Campus- 
Church  Relations,  Co-chairmen  of  each  committee  and  second  Vice- 
President,  Assistant  Secretary,  Assistant  Treasmer. 

Cooperating  with  the  Baptist  last  September  some  of  the  local  stu- 
dents launched  a program  to  redecorate  the  interior  of  the  Student 
Religious  Center.  Thus  we  enjoyed  a nicely  decorated  house  with  the 
Baptists  until  March,  1943,  when  we  had  the  good  fortune  of  being  given 
a six-room  house  of  our  own  directly  facing  the  campus.  The  students 
exhibited  much  enthusiasm  in  redecorating  our  own  Wesley  Foundation 
House.

Two  quiet  meaningful  dramatic  worship  services  have  been  presented 
during  the  evening  church  hour  at  Trinity  Methodist  Church.  They 
were  entitled  “Each  Brought  His  Gift”  and  “All  Ye  Faithful.”  Both 
services  were  written  by  one  of  our  Senior  students,  Roberta  Dillon, 
Other  outstanding  worship  services  presented  in  our  own  groups  have 
been  “Contributions  of  the  Negro  to  Civilization,”  a sacrificial  meal  for 
the  Chinese,  a quiet  time  of  Poetry  with  organ  background,  an  evening 
of  student  prayers,  and  others. 

The  recreational  activities  have  included  the  following:  Waffle 
Breakfasts  and  Suppers  honoring  the  freshmen  the  first  semester  and 
the  seniors  the  second  semester;  Parties  including  the  following:  College 
Daze,  Hayride,  Spook’s  Convention,  Birthday,  Reception  for  Church  mem- 
bers, after  dinner  coffees,  annual  Christmas  party  and  shower  for  the 
Student  Center,  examination  snacks,  a Valentine  Party,  and  an  Open 
House  in  the  New  Student  House.  The  Sunday  evening  fellowship  hours 
include  such  features  as:  an  amateur  program,  a mathematical  baseball 
contest,  community  sings,  a spelling  bee  and  a “Hit  Parade”  of  songs 
regularly  sung.  Some  form  of  recreation  is  always  going  on  during 
the  week  at  the  Center.  Ping  Pong,  of  course,  is  the  “all-time”  favorite 
— others  seek  relaxation  and  fun  through  working  the  daily  crossword 
puzzles  found  in  the  morning  paper,  or  playing  Chinese  Checkers,  chess, 
checkers,  or  just  chatting  with  one’s  friends. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  cooperated  with  the  Religious  Organizations 
Council  in  bringing  Rev.  J.  B.  Cowan  to  the  Campus  as  Religious  Em- 
phasis Week  speaker  from  December  1-3,  1942.  He  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  most  dynamic,  intelligent  and  inspirational  speakers  that  has  come 
to  Tech  Campus.  Other  visitors  to  our  campus  religious  program  in- 
clude Mrs.  Alice  Anderson  Bays,  Mr.  Pete  Spitzkeit,  President  of  the 
State  Methodist  Student  Movement,  Mr.  E.  L.  Mattingly  of  Emory 
University,  and  Mrs.  Frances  Baker  Hager  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
New  York  City. 

“Skypilot,”  the  Wesley  Foundation  quarterly  feature  magazine,  made 
its  appearance  on  the  campus  this  year.  It  is  edited  by  the  Publicity 
Committee  and  contains  almost  entirely  material  written  by  our  own 
Tech  students.  Another  feature  of  the  Publicity  Committee  is  the  Tech 
Corner  published  in  the  weekly  church  bulletin. 


There  were  six  students  besides  the  student  counselor  who  attended 
the  annual  State  Student  Conference  in  Baton  Rouge.  The  outstanding 
speakers  were  Dr.  Harold  Ehrensperger  and  Rev.  Durwood  Flemming. 
I'he  conference  centered  around  the  Cell  Group  idea.  Bringing  back 
to  Tech  the  inspiration  of  the  conference  we  organized  four  Cell  Groups 
which  have  meant  much  in  the  lives  of  the  students  participating. 

Mrs.  Hicks,  the  minister’s  wife,  has  been  the  Church  School  teacher 
for  the  Tech  class.  Her  splendid  lessons  have  been  on  “The  Teachings 
of  Jesus.”  The  twenty-minute  worship  service  before  the  lesson  has 
been  planned  in  accordance  with  the  lesson  topic. 

We  cooperated  with  the  Y.W.C.A.  in  a series  of  pre-Easter  morning 
watch  services.  And,  now,  nearly  the  end  of  the  year,  our  thoughts 
begin  to  revolve  around  the  graduation  activities.  Election  and  installa- 
tion of  new  officers  along  with  our  farewell  to  the  seniors  will  climax 
the  program  in  May. 

Always  in  and  through  our  total  program  we  have  held  high  the 
realization  that  we  are  seeking  “to  make  Christ  a Living  Reality  on 
our  campus.”

DEPARTMENT  OF  LAWS 


BY-LAWS  ADOPTED  BY  THE  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Constitution  and  By-laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be  found 
in  the  new  Hand  Book. 

1.  Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years,  with 
the  privilege  of  reelection  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office. 
To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  beginning  in  1942 
the  following  officers  shall  be  e]ected  for  a two  year  term:  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Organization  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service,  and  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Message.  The  follow- 
ing officers  shall  be  elected  for  a four  year  term:  President,  Treasurer, 
Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  Work,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work. 

2.  When  vacancies  among  officers,  District  Secretaries,  or  standing 
committees  occur  during  the  year  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  administra- 
tive committee,  with  ratification  of  the  Executive  Committee,  until  the 
next  annual  session  of  the  Conference  when  the  office  shall  be  filled  by 
election. 

3.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  the  recording  secretary. 

4.  The  Treasurer  may  disburse  without  order  from  President  and 
Secretary  of  Organization  the  quarterly  expense  money  for  all  officers 
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and  District  Secretaries.  She  shall  send  quarterly  itemized  statements  to 
the  Secretary  of  Organization,  President  and  District  Secretaries. 

5.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their  size.  A 
leader  for  each  zone  may  be  appointed  by  the  District  Secretary  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Organization.  The  Zone  Leaders  shall 
hold  meetings  quarterly  in  their  respective  zones.  A collection  may  be 
taken  at  each  meeting.  After  the  expnse  of  the  meeting  is  paid,  the  leader 
shall  send  the  remainder  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  stating  the  amount 
and  from  what  zone. 

6.  Thirty-five  cents  per  member  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  Treasurer 
for  a cultivation  fund  membership  to  be  based  on  enrollment  December 
31,  of  proceeding  year.  Expense  of  officers,  speakers  at  annual  meetings, 
expense  of  executive  meetings,  expense  of  delegates  to  Jurisdictional 
meetings,  expense  for  promotion  and  educational  funds  shall  be  paid 
from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  money  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  fiscal 
year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  Conference 
work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

7.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  Jurisdictional  and 
Conference  Cultivation,  and  for  the  purchase  of  literature,  an  amount 
equal  to  ten  cents  per  member. 

8.  At  each  annual  and  district  meeting  public  collections  shall  be 
taken  for  Conference  Work,  and  amounts  forwarded  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer.  The  district  secretary  may  deduct  any  necessary  expense  of 
district  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  Treasurer. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  advance  each  quarter  for  office  expense  the 
following  amounts:  To  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Young 
Women’s  and  Girls’  Groups,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  $7.50  each;  Secretary  of  Organization, 
$12.50;  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Ghurch  Activi- 
ties, $10.00;  Secretary  of  Supplies,  $10.00;  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  $20.00.  $20.00  quarterly  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  cost 
of  the  “Conference  News”;  District  Secretaries,  $7.50  each;  Treasurer, 
$25.00  per  month.  Postage  expense  shall  be  allowed  all  chairmen  of 
Conference  Committees. 

10.  There  shall  be  a standing  committee  on  constitution  and  by-laws 
consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention  to  any  overlapping,  con- 
flicting and  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  prepare  for  use  under  proper 
heading  in  the  annual  report,  a copy  of  the  standing  rules  and  rules  of 
order.  The  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

11.  There  shall  be  a standing  committee  on  Finance.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  financial  needs  of  the  Conference 
and  plan  ways  to  raise  money  to  meet  these  needs.  It  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  the  Conference  Society  of  its  work.  The  Chairman  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  There  shall  be  a missionary  personnel  committee  composed  of  the 
President,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Or- 
ganization, Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  groups.  Secretary  of 
Student  work.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  interview  those 
interested  in  preparing  for  definite  Christian  service. 

13.  There  shall  be  a deconess  Advisory  Committee  in  each  District 
with  the  following  personnel:  the  District  Secretary,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man, the  District  Superintendent,  Conference  officers  within  the  district,

pastor  in  charge  of  the  local  church  and  the  presidents  of  each  society 
in  the  charge  in  which  work  is  undertaken.  The  committee  shall  meet 
quarterly,  at  which  time  the  worker  employed  by  the  Conference  shall 
make  a report.  Written  reports  shall  be  submitted  monthly  to  the 
District  Secretary,  Conference  President  and  Secretary  of  Organization. 

14.  The  District  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Conference  the  advisability  of  continuing  each 
worker  in  the  District. 

15.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  composed  of  the 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organization,  Treasurer  and  offi- 
cers residing  in  the  District  involved  in  matters  of  administration.  This 
Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  serve  as  ad  interim  Committee. 
Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

16.  There  shall  be  a research  committee  consisting  of  seven  members, 
preferably  one  from  each  District.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  keep  informed  as  to  the  type  of  women  needed  for  places  of  leader- 
ship in  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  to  seek 
constantly  throughout  the  Church  for  women  who  are  consecrated,  train- 
ed and  available  for  such  places  of  service.  It  shall  furnish  this  informa- 
tion to  the  Conference  when  the  occasion  demands.  The  Chairman  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

17.  Any  member  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  and  any  Jurisdictional 
officers  residing  in  this  Conference  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

18.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  By-laws  30  days  before  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Conference,  and  typed  copies  shall  be  made  for  distribution  to 
the  delegates. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

Article  1 — 

Nominations  for  District  Secretary  shall  be  made  by  a committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organization 
and  Treasurer;  election  to  be  by  acclamation. 

Article  2— 

All  communications  from  Conference  Officers,  such  as  circular  let- 
ters, literature,  etc.,  must  go  direct  to  society  officers  of  corresponding 
office,  instead  of  through  the  District  Secretary. 

Article  3— 

The  retiring  District  Secretary  shall  plan  as  far  as  possible  and  if 
necessary  hold  the  first  district  meeting  after  Conference. 

Article  4 — 

Each  District  Secretary  will  be  allowed  expense  money  to  attend  one 
meeting  a year  in  each  zone  in  her  district.  An  additional  Twenty -Five 
($25.00)  Dollars  per  year  will  be  allowed  for  cultivation  work  in  the 
District. 

Article  5— 

A committee  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  Con- 
ference session. 
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Article  6~ 

Standing  committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving  the 
place  of  meetin  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  one  annual  meeting  of  each 
standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

Article  7 — 

There  shall  be  a committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Secre- 
tary of  Organization,  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within  the 
boundary  of  the  Conference  and  to  cooperate  with  them  in  the  advance- 
ment of  their  work.  An  expense  account  may  be  presented  when  neces- 
sary. 

Article  8 — 

Typists  shall  be  supplied  at  the  Annual  meeting  for  the  writing  of 
Committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

Article  9 — 

A half-hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

Art.  1 — 

Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

Art.  2— 

All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed  by  two 
members. 

Art.  3 — 

No  member  shall  receive  recognition  unless  she  rise  to  address  the 
chair. 

Art.  4-— 

Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  the  10  minutes  before  noon  devotional 
service. 


STANDING  RULES  FOR  ADULT  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has 
has  been  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  District  Secretary. 

2.  In  order  that  the  Society  entertaining  the  Annual  Conference 
may  not  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  a luncheon  shall  be 
served  by  an  outside  agency,  at  a price  not  to  exceed  50  cents  per  plate. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  delegate  to  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  that 
Society  may  elect  its  Zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  may  also 
assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 

4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  Society  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  calling  of 
an  executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  quarter,  at  which  time  the  reports 
should  be  made  out  and  mailed  to  the  Conference  Officers. 


6.  The  corresponding  secretary  of  each  Society  shall  send  the  total 
amount  pledged,  to  the  District  Secretary  not  later  than  February  15th, 
and  the  Memorial  Roll  not  later  than  March  10th. 

7.  Societies  having  the  circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift  the 
membership  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

8.  Representation  at  Annual  Meetings  shall  be  one  delegate  for  each 
one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  Society,  however 
small,  will  have  one  delegate. 

9.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Conference  meeting,  the  Con- 
ference Recording  Secretary  shall  send  to  the  President  of  each  Society 
in  the  Conference  registration  cards,  which  she  shall  fill  in  with  names 
of  delegates,  and  with  check  covering  luncheons,  and  mail  immediately  to 
the  Chairman  of  Registration  in  the  Society  entertaining  the  Conference. 

10.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should  be 
made  by  the  delegate  or  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Society 
after  the  Conference.
